Wallach said, shooting her father 
to death in his automobile as he 
was taking her home from a tour- 
ist camp, where she had spent 
the night with young D’Arcy. 
When the machine crashed into a 
gully off Clayton road east of 
Lindbergh boulevard, D'Arcy, 
seated beside her, was injured 
fatally. He died shortly after 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
After the inquests tomorrow in 
the coroner's office in the County 
Health Center, Clayton, Wallach 
said he would file in juvenile 
court charges against Mary of 
delinquency by reason of first- 
degree murder. At a preliminary 
hearing, the Court will decide 
whether to try her as a juvenile 
or refer the charges to Circuit 
Court. In all past cases of such 
a nature which he has prosecuted, 
Wallach said, the Juvenile Court 
has ordered trial in Circuit Court.

KSD-TY, first television station 
in St. Louis and the first station 
in the country to be operated by 
a newspaper, went on the air, 


from its temporary home in the 
new Post-Dispatch building an- 
nex, to inaugurate regular station 
schedules yesterday. 

The history-making telecast be- 
gan at 2:30 p.m. and continued 
until 4 p.m., when the station 
signed off. It opened with a flag 
ceremony and the playing of The 
Star-Spangled Banner, and was 
followed by introductory remarks 
by Frank Eschen, special events 
director of Radio Station KSD 
and of KSD-TV. 

Then J. Roy Stockton, sports 
editor of the Post-Dispatch, and 
Harold Grams, program director 
of KSD, interviewed Joe Garagi- 
ola, catcher with the St. Louis 
Cardinals; Frei Hofmann, coach 
of the St. Louis Browns, and Bill 
Longson, heavyweight wrestler. 

A dramatic illustration of the 
news-covering usages of the new

‘Fala Papers,’ a Scottie’s Fan Mail, 
|| Are Given to the Roosevelt Library 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Feb. 9 
(AP)—Fala, the black Scottie who 
was Franklin D. Roosevelt’s in- 
separable companion, has contrib- 


uted to the Roosevelt Library the 
“Fala Papers,” a _ collection of 
whimsical letters, Christmas cards 
and gifts sent the dog while his 
address was the White House. 

It is a voluminous file covering 
the period from November, 1940, 
to the autumn of 1944 and con- 
sists mostly of letters written by 
adults in the names of their dogs. 

There are notes from dogs in 
every state of the Union, often 
with copies of replies sent by the 
White House secretariat. Some 
of these pups enclosed their pic- 
tures—along with mash notes— 
and others sent items ranging 
from printed calling cards to a 
four leaf clover. 

A typical letter is one from 
Long MSeach, Calif, signed 
“Topsy,” with an enclosed pic- 
ture of the “writer.” Topsy of- 
fered to share a flower bed full 


One writer asked information 
on Fala’s menu and presidential 
secretary Steve Early based his 
reply on a memorandum in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s handwriting, also in 
the file, which said: 

“To way in regard to the dog’s 
food, it is too difficult to describe 
but consists of various diets of all 
kinds which are prescribed by a 
veterincry.” 

A dog named “Judy Taylor” sent 
Fala a note signed with her paw 
mark. She pointed out that 1940, 
when the note was written, was

A letter from a pup in New 
York confided to Fala “There has 
never really been a dog in my 
life.” Another letter, written di- 
rectly to the President from a 
man in New York, asked if he 
would “please consider my Mamie 
visiting Fala for a short vacation.”

Order to Cut Off Power 
in Industrial Areas to 
Make 4,000,000 Idle— 
Laborites Join in Criti- 
cism, 


LONDON, Feb. 8 (AP)—Britain 
prepared tonight for a major in- 
dustrial shutdown amid warnings 
by a Labor spokesman that the 
coal crises threatened an end to 
the Labor government and “so- 
cialism if our time.” 

While Fuel Minister ._ Emanuel 
Shinwell declared “disaster” 
awaited Britain if industry and 
the public failed to carry out his 
sweeping conservation measures, 
almost chaotic conditions were 
reported among industries in the 
great industrial belts about Lon- 
don, Manchester and Birmingham 
where 4,000,000 will be thrown out 
of work beginning at midnight 
Sunday. 

Shinwell’s erder halting electric 
power to industry in the biggest 
export-producing areas of Eng- 


land and cutting off current from 
domestic users—including homes, 
theaters, stores, offices and res- 
taurants — for five hours daily, 
sent puzzled factory managers 
ifite. hurried conferencés, Their 
worry was-to’\find some way, if 
possible, to minimize the effect 
of the power blackout, 


Confe,ences in Whitehall. 


There were more harried .con- 
ferences in Whitehall, where the 
government offices are concen- 
trated, as officials tussled with 
their gravest crisis since the La- 
bor Government came to power.

BREAK IN GOLD 
WAVE EXPECTED: 


More Moderate Temper- 
ature Predicted for To- 
morrow — No Skating 
in Parks. 


The peak of the cold wave has 
been reached, Meteorologist Harry 
F. Wahlgren said yesterday and 
milder weather can be expected 


during the next few days. 

The outlook tor today, accord- 
ing to the weather bureau, was 
for a slowly rising temperature. 
It was anticipated that it would 
reach about 28 in the afternoon. 
Even more moderate weather was 
forecast for tomorrow and no more 
near zero weather is in the im- 
mediate offing. Generally fair 
weather is expected to prevail for 
the next few days. 

Despite frigid temperatures oc- 
casioned by the cold wave which 
hit here Friday night brisk winds 
prevented uniform freezing of ice 
on park lakes, No skating will be 
permitted on them today. A sur- 
vey yesterday indicated the ice 
had attained a “safe” thftkness 
of 3% inches only in sheltered 
areas while there were stretches 
of open water. 

Trains from the east and west 
coasts arrived here from two to 
three hours late yesterday as a 
result of the cold snap, but all 
trains starting from St. Louis left 
on time, The weather did not in- 
terfere with airplane schedules, it 
was reported at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, 

The coldest weather in more 
than two years was recorded in 
St. Louis at 11 o’clock Friday 
night when the mercury dropped 
to 4.8 degrees. It was the lowest 
temperature since Jan. 10, 1945, 
when the thermometer registered 
a tenth of a degree below zero. 

Snow flurries, driven by winds 
which reached a velocity of 24 
miles an hour, marked the ar- 
rival of the cold wave. It struck 
harder north and east of St. Louis, 
Kirksville reporting a low of 2 de- 
grees. It fell to 30 below at West 
Yellowstone, Mont, while even 
Vicksburg, Miss., experienced a 
temperature of 18. 

Cold weather was blamed by 
firemen for the unusually high 
number of 64 fire alarms recorded 
from 6 p.m. Friday to 11:30 p.m. 
ing a similar period. 


UNION ATTORNEYS 
EXPECTED [0 PUSH 
PORTAL PAY SUITS 


Counsel in the Pottery 
Case Says It Was Not 
Representative — No 
Comment by Murray. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
Union lawyers indicated last night 
they would push their portal-to- 
portal pay suits despite the com- 
ment of a top industrialist that 
most of them appear to be 
knocked out by the Mt. Clemens 
(Mich.) Pottery Co. decision. 

Edward Lamb, attorney who 
brought the suit in behalf of the 
Mt. Clemens pottery workers, 
warned industrialists that the 
United States supreme court de- 
cision on the suit was still law. 

“Any industry which ignores 

that fact,” Lamb said in a state- 
ment issued at Toledo, “is gamb/ 
ling upon its liability under the 
wage and hour law.” 
‘ “T have sald for many months 
that the Mt. Clemens Pottery case 
is not, in several nespects, a 
truly portal-to-portal case,” Lamb 
continued. “The limiting facts in 
this case do not justify compensa- 
tion comparable to that which 
exists in the cases filed in the 
steel, auto and many other indus- 
tries. 

“While the decision of Judge 
Picard will be appealed, it must 
be remembered that the decision 
involving compensation for ‘make- 
ready walking time’ for industrial 
workers was made in the Mt. 
Clemens case by the United States 
Supreme Court and will remain 
the law until altered by that 
court. 

“The hysteria manufactured 
around the Mt. Clemens decision, 
therefore, ought not to blind the 
eyes of employers or employes 
generally to the obvious claims 
which exist under the United 
States Supreme Court decision. 

“T have a warning to American 
workers and their lawyers, and it 


that he would appeal the decision 
to the Supreme Court. The Jus- 
tice Department earlier said it 
also would appeal, “no matter 
what the outcome.” 

In denying the pottery employes 
any damages, Judge Picard said 
that industry in general should 
not be held liable for any claims 
before last June 10 when the Su- 


preme Court enunciated the portal 
theory in the Mt. Clemens case. 

Judge Picard held that work- 
ers were not entitled to portal 
time except when they are going 
to their jobs. This time in the 
Mt. Clemens case, his opinion 
continued, never amounted to 
more than eight minutes daily 
and he held this amount “de 
minimis,” or too trifling to merit 
damages. 

The court did not attempt te 
define how much time must 
accrue before the “de minimis” 
doctrine becomes ineffective. 

However, he said that if the 
Supreme Court ever sets such a 
figure industry should not be 
liable before June 10, 1946. 

Judge Picard suggested further- 
more that any pcrtal time under 
“20 to 25” minutes is customarily 
considered trifling ‘- industry and 
should not require compensation, 
He added: 

“Let us not be understood as 
holding that all portal-to-portal 
suits «ould be dismissed. There 
may be, and perhaps are, many 
instances ‘re walking and the 
Preliminary activity time con- 
sumed is of such an amount as to 
call for compensation that the 
worker ‘s not now receiving. But 
this is not one.” 

Judge Explains Ruling. 

The court gave as examples uni- 
formed plant policemen who 
might be required to stand in- 
spection before beginning work. 

Judge Picard locked the doors 
on his crowded chambers before 
giving his 7500-word written opin- 
ion to the press. He barred all 
except accredited news, radio and 
magazine representatives from the 
room, inchiding interested attor- 
neys who sought admission. 

Judge Picard began his press 
conference at 1:50 p.m. by read- 
ing excerpts from the opinion 
that he considered most impor- 
tant, 

He exacted a promise that he 
would not be quoted except in 
the words of the written opinion. 
He then explained in non-legal 
terminology what the opinion 
meant. 

His staff worked through two 
nights to have the Mt. Clemens 
decision ready for today. 

The opinion was much more 
far-reaching than Judge Picard’s 


is that the claims of each worker 
should be brought to the attention 
of the highest courts. This, of 
course, means work and persever- 
ance.

Spinning Cannon 


Holes in 55 Cars 


on Train Punches 
of One on Siding 


ILLMO, Mo., Feb. 8 (AP)—A 
large Army cannon on a flat car 
of a Cotton Belt Railroad freight 
train brok~ loose from its ties 
yesterday and started revolving as 
the train moved northward. Then 
the Cotton Belt train passed a 125- 
car Missouri Pacific freight on a 


siding of the jointly used track. 

As the cannon revolved, railroad 
men said, it struck almost every 
other car on the § issouri Pacific 
train, punching a hole in the side 


of the cars—55 in all—and causing 
damage to the diesel locomotive 
to such an extent it had to be re- 
moved from the train at Gale, III. 

“The cannon revolved with such 
speed,” said a railroad spokesman, 
“that its barrel hit virtually every 
other car on the -Missouri Pa- 
cific train, punchimg-holes in sides 
of the cars.”

Because of the interest and dis- 
cussion that this case has stimu- 
lated, we deem it advisable to give 
a brief history of its developments 
which finally resulted in necessity 
for this court’s present determina- 
Yon. 

‘When this matter was first 
heard (60 F. Supp. 146) plaintiffs 
were not secking pay for time con- 
sumed walking to their jobs nor 
for preliminary activities neces- 
gary for production work. The 
only question discussed by either 
counsel was whether defendant 
company had instructed plaintiff 
employes to punch in 14 minutes 
Before the scheduled starting 
times in the morning and after- 
moon and punch out 14 minutes 
after the scheduled quitting times 
at noon and afternoon, 


Plaintiffs insisted that they 
were expected to and did work 
during these additional periods 
Dut that this time was not com- 
puted in determining whether 
they were exceeding the legal 
workweek. If true;“plaintiffs were 
thus being deprived of the extra 
half-time for pottery produced in 
hours over the legal week (Note 
1.) | 


Note 1. Legal work week was 
44 hours, Oct. 24, 1988 to Oct. 24, 
1939; 42 hours Oct. 24, 1939 to 
Oct. 24, 1940; 40 hours Oct. 24, 
1940 on. 


Says Test Was Met. 


The master’s report concluded 
that the employes had not sub- 
stantiated their claims and we 


agreed with that meport in all but 
oné particular. We held that plain-. 
tiffe had met the test required; 
that they had proved that they 
were directed and encouraged to 
reach their work bench early in 
the morning and back after lunch 
and actually produced pottery 
during these minutes for which 
time was not computed. 

We selected a figure of seven 
minutes before the scheduled start- 
ing time in the morning and five 
minutes before the scheduled 
starting time following lunch for 
which the employers were not ob- 
ligated to pay, including therein, 
time it took plaintiffs to walk to" 
their respective places in defend- 
ant’s plant, 

For the differences between 
those seven and five minutes and 
the time punched we held the 
employer liable if such additional 
minutes brought the employe over 
the allowed work week. 7 80 
found because we believed “the 
men actually worked at produc- 
tion labor, 

The Court of Appeals (149F, 2D 
461), fellowing Rule 53 (3) Federal 
Rules of Civil Procedure held that 
we were bound by the master’s 
conclusions unless “clearly errone- 
ous” and it was sustained by the 
Supreme Court on this issue. Or- 
dinarily this would have ended the 
case then and there. 

Evidence on Overtime. 


In the master’s report and rec- 
ord of the testimony, however, 
there was much discussion about— 


minutes consumed walking from 
time clock to work bench and for 
“preliminary activities” but coun- 
sel for both plaintiffs and de 
fendant used thig evidence solely 
to support their respective posi- 
tions on the only question before 
the court—“overtime.” 


Here it is well to note that in 
1943 defendant contended that it 
was necessary to start plaintiffs 
clocking in 10 to 14 minutes before 
starting time because of the dis- 
tance the employes had to travel 
within defendant's plant to their 
work benches and because they 
had to perform a lot of other 
“preparatory” duties after “check- 
ing in.” One defendant witness 
said it would take six minutes to 
walk 400 feet—a rate of less than 
one mile per hour. 


On the other hand, and in con- 
trast plaintiffs, in 1943, minimized 
time consumed in preliminary du- 
ties such as greasing arms, putting 
on aprons, gloves and small cots 
to protect their fingers, insisting 
that they could and should do all 
these things including “walking” 
to the farthest point in the plant 
in not to exceed 2 minutes. Ar- 
riving at their work places, they 
contended, they usually started 
work immediately. 


Issue Same in Appeals Court. 


In the Court of Appeals the is- 
fue was also confined to “over- 
time,” or time allegedly actually 
worked by plaintiffs in production 
labor before the scheduled start- 
ing hours in the morning and 
after lunch. 


From this status the case 
moved to our highest tribunal and 
we cite plaintiffs’ petition for cer- 
tiorari as their understanding of 
what had been proven before the 
master, and why they were ask- 
ing the Supreme Court to reverse 
the Court of Appeals, and affirm 
this court: 


“The evidence also revealed that 
it took between one minute and 
two minutes from the time when 
the employes checked through the 
time clock cards to the time when 
they undertook productive labors.” 


But that petition also reveals 
plaintiffs contending: 


“That they should be paid by 
the time clock cards as main- 
tained by the employer. The travel 
time between the time clocks and 
their work benches as well as all 
other activities after punching the 
time clocks bears all the indicia of

work,” citing Tennessee Coal Co. 
v. Muscoda Local, 321 VU. 8. 590, 
598, and Jewell Ridge Corp. 
v. Loval, 335 U. S. 161, 164-168. 


Portal-to-Portal Beginning. 


Here enters 
for the first time, 

Here we find that in approach- 
ing the Supreme Court, plaintiffs 
start out strenuously urging that 
this court’s judgment eliminating 
“checking in and travel time” be 
sustained, and in the same peti- 
tion ask “portal-to-portal pay.” 

This was followed by plaintiffs’ 
brief to the Supreme Court which 
also urged the  portal-to-portal 
theory in one part and ended by 
asking that court to approve our 
decision wherein we eliminated 
“walking time.” 


On the other hand, defendant, 
while contending that “portal-to- 
portal” was not properly before 
the Supreme Court, consumed sev- 
eral pages in its brief denying ap- 
plicability of the Tennessee and 
Jewell Ridge cases and citing 
many inferior courts on similar 
fact situations. But here again 
we find defendant emphasizing 
that: 


“It took a minimum of 12 to 15 
minutes to get the workers into 
the plant.” 

It must therefore be apparent 
that if the portal-to-portal ques- 
tion is now in this case it was 
not injected nor inserted there- 
in by the Supreme Court, 

It’s here because defendant 
company oversold its defense 
before the master four years 
ago in explaining why its em- 
ployes reported 14 minutes be- 
fore starting hours. This was 
quickly taken advantage of by 

plaintiffs in the interim be- 
tween the Court of Appeals and 
the Supreme Court. 


In fact, when the Supreme Court 
held that this court was wrong in 
granting overtime for what we 
believed was real production labor, 
it found itself in the position 
where it must in all fairness -at 
least inquire into the extent of 
walking time and preliminary ac- 
tivities to which defendant com- 
pany was apparently admttedly 
subjecting its employes, and which 
seemingly reached the. proportion 
of 25 to 30 minutes each day. - 

It was this chameleonic pattern 
of the factual fabric which the 
Supreme Court decided needed 
clarifying and since the master 
had placed upon plaintiffs the 
burden of showing time neces- 
sarily spent on the employer’s 
premises in preliminary activities, 
it held that this was not a fair 
interpretation of the law, 


“Assuming that the employe has 
proved that he has performed 
work and has not been paid in 
accordance with the. statute.” 


And 


“It would be a perversion of 
fundamental principles of justice 
to deny all relief to the injured 
person, and thereby relieve the 
wrongdoer from making any 
amend for his acts.” 


The Supreme Court further held 
that 


“Time spent in walking to work 
on the employer's premises, after 
the time clocks were punched, in- 
volved ‘physical or mental exer- 
tion (whether burdensome or not) 
controlled or requifed by the em- 
ployer and pursued necessarily 
and primarily for the benefit of 
the employer and his business.’ 
. + « Work of that character must 
be included in the statutory work 
week and compensated accord- 
ingly, regardless. of contrary cus- 
tom or contract.” 

We were therefore instructed to 
determine: 


First, how much walking time 


was involved in going from the 
time clock to the several re- 
spective work places, and 


Second, time necessarily con- 
sumed “putting on aprons and 
overalls, removing shirts, taping 
or greasing arms, putting on 
finger cots, preparing the equip- 
ment for productive work, turn- 
ing on switches for lights and 
machinery, opening windows 
_ assembling and sharpening 

ols.” 


But the Supreme Court has 
given us two other mandates. 
ane Supreme Court directed 


(A) When we had obtained 
this information we must, in 
computing damages, apply the 
rule of “de minimis non curat 
lex” (the law cares not for small 
things), 26 C.J.8. 705; and 


(B) Apply the rule to a work 
week contemplated by Sec. 7(A) 
Fair Labor Standards Act “in 
light of the realities of the in- 
dustrial world.” 


There is nothing in the Su- 
preme Court’s decision to justify 
our including other minutes spent 
on the company’s property, nor 
are we concerned with the ques- 
tion of whether the time spent in 
“preliminary activities” or “walk- 
ing” are compensable. The hold- 
ing of the Supreme Court in this 
case is that they are compensable 
subject to the “de minimis” rule 
and “in light of the realities of 
the industrial world.” Whether 
certain acts are or are not “pre- 
liminary activities” however is 
still for us to determine. 


And since we are bound by the 
master’s finding that plaintiffs 
were not required to work at pro- 
duction labor before or after any 
of the scheduled starting and quit- 


ting times, the question of over-

THE FACTS 4 


— 


Since our order to the master 
did not contain instructions to 
computd the time consumed walk- 
ing and in preliminary activities, 
and because, when we were ready 
to proceed the master was no 
longer available, it was necessary 
for this court to hear the further 
testimony in order to comply with 
the Supreme Court’s direction. 


In arriving at these facts the 
following was agreed upon: 


“(1) That at the rate of two 
miles per hour a Man walks 2,93 
feet per second or 176 feet every 
minute, 

“(2) That at the rate of two 
and one-half miles per. hour a man 
walks 3.67 feet per second or 220 
feet every minute. 

“(3) That at the rate of three 
miles per hour a man walks 4.4 
feet per second or 264 feet every 
minute. 

“(4) That at the rate of four 
miles per hour a man walks 5.86 
feet per second: or 352 feet per 
minute. 

“(5) That the following table in- 
dicates the distances in feet from 
time clocks to the several depart- 
ments in this particular plant:

Mean Distance Selected. 

The impracticability of deter- 
mining the distance to each work 
bench being. apparent to all par- 
ties, this court informed counsel 
that from the above stipulation 
he would select the “mean dis- 
tance” as the point in each de- 
partment to which walking time 
would be computed. The mean 
distance was explained on the 
record to be not “as the crow 
flies,” but as the halfway point 
along the routes taken by the 
employes in going to their work 
benches. . 

As we anticipated, the _ testi- 
mony on how long it would take 
a person “walking at an ordinary 
rate along the most direct route 
from time clock to work bench” 
was at great variance, and at 
times plaintiff witnesses were un- 
believable. One plaintiff witness 
said she would walk 73.6 feet per 
minute, which is .83 miles per 
hour. Defendant’s witnesses said 
they walked through the plant at 
between 282 and 330 feet per min- 
ute. 
Plaintiffs’ witnesses, in an obvi- 
ous effort to build up “walking 
time,” discovered much impedi- 
menta and many difficulties in 
the paths that they had to take 
although there was no hint of 
such impedimenta or difficulties 
when plaintiffs were testifying in 
the original suit. Their entire 
testimony was very unsatisfactory 
and made little impression upon 
this court. 

If the plaintiffs’ witnesses were 
telling the truth, they -went to 
work each day under the most 
adverse conditions possible. In 
truth no obstacle race could have 
had more hazards, one witness 
saying that boxes were strung all 
along the entire 500 feet she had 
to walk. On the other hand, de- 
fendant in the main also reversed 
its field, and took a much smaller 
figure in computing walking time 
that it did in 1943. 

Travel Time Conclusions. 

After hearing the _ testimony, 
and both parties having consented 
that this court might utilize its 
knowledge of the plant itself, we 
arrived at the conclusion that 
with due consideration to inter- 
mittent presence of any trucks,,.or 
train of trucks, or the coming and 
going of other employes, a rate 
of 250 feet per minute from the 
south clock, and 275 feet per min- 
ute from the north clock, under 
travel conditions usually existing 


in that plant, would be fair. On 
that basis the time taken to travel 


from time clocks to the several 
departments is as follows:

Evidence on Preparations. 


Preliminary activities: 

Here again we found the evi- 
dence most conflicting, and it is 
our conclusion that when plain- 
tiffs, testifying in the hearings be- 
fore the master four years ago, 
stated that the time necessary for 
preliminary activities was prac- 
tically nil, they were much near- 
er the truth than they were at 
our recent hearing. 

From the evidence we find that: 

(a) Putting on aprons and over- 
alls, which was the custom of 
about five-twentieths of the em- 
ployes, consumed less than half a 
minute a day. This was volun: 
tary, and for the benefit and com- 
fort of the employe himself: 

(b) Removing shirts varied 
with the weather, was also volun- 
tary, and would consume only a 
few seconds, 

(c) There was no taping of 
arms, except by one woman who 
had met with some kind of an 
accident. .Some put a piece of 
tape between the thumb and the 
forefinger, probably five seconds, 
and this was also voluntary. 

(d) Only a few who were in 
the small dipper department 
greased their arms; that this was 
voluntary and consumed about 30 
seconds a day. 

(E) Puting on finger cots and 
taking them off, each twice, would 
take about one minute; 

(F) Putting on gloves and tak- 
ing them off -would take less 
than a minute, but this was con- 
fined to a comparative few in one 
or two departments, and those 
who put on finger cots did not 
put on gloves; 

(G) The only preparing of 
equipment for productive work 
was taking off the water that had 
accumulated on and stirring the 
glaze. It took not to exceed two 
minutes at the start of the work 
day and the evidence, we believe, 
indicates that this was done after 
starting hour. In addition it was 
part of the job and was considered 
in the rate of pay at which this 
particular function was compen- 
sated; 

(H) Turning on light and ma- 
chinery switches was practically 
nil in time consumed, one or two 
seconds; and that opening win- 
dows was not done by anybody 
but the foreman; 

(1) There is no evidence that 
these employes had to assemble 
and sharpen their tools; 

(J) The scraping of the block 
consumed a minute or so and that 
this was repeated throughout the 
day the man was working. But 
this was part of that particular 
employe’s job since it was re- 
peated time and again during his 
work hours as clay might gather 
on the block, It wag all sonsidered 
in his rate of pay; 

(K) Taking off clay from the 
jigger machine wags another part 
of the job that took less than a 
minute, and was repeated through- 
out the day; 

(L) In the slip house depart- 
ment where the men had to 
change clothes that five minutes a 
day should be allowed since the 
evidence proved that this had to 
be done before starting on the 
employe’s own time, but not 
after work—then he changed on 
the company time. This particular 
group did not go out to lunch, 
were paid for the full half hour, 
and walking time plus prelimin- 
ary activities here amounted to 
9.68 minutes per day: 

(M) There was no cleaning up 
performed by plaintiffs after 
working hours, In fact the cards 
indicate that the employes in 
many instances were at the time

clock within three or four min- 
utes of the closing hour. Some 
punched out exactly at the clos- 
ing hour after walking to the 


gitime glock before quittigg time 


and waiting until the even hour. 
The only cleaning up that plain- 
tiffs did was policing around 
their particular job on company 
time. This was also in conformity 
with the findings of the master. 

While we do not consider A, 
B, C, D, G, H, J or K above as 
preliminary activities, neverthe- 
less if the Supreme Court’s opin- 
ion means what plaintiffs con- 
tend, to wit, that they are, the 
sum total for any one person 
would be less than three min- 
utes a day. 

From the testimony this court 
has arrived at the conclusion that 
in only three departments, the 
glost belt, where gloves and hand 
rags were put on; the slip house, 
where clothes were changed, and 
in the dipping and brushing de- 
partment where finger cots were 
used, were there any preliminary 
activities that we would consider 
in any way not part of the-job, 
and necessarily performed before 
the employe started to work; and 
that in the glost and dipping de- 
partments those preliminary ac- 
tivities would not take two min- 
utes a day. 

On Separate Consideration. 

Adding “walking time” and “pre- 
liminary activities,” 

While perhaps the following 
should properly be under “conclu- 
sions of law,” for convenience we 
place this finding and statement 
here. 

There was much urging that 
the court should pass separately 
upon the “de minima” features of 
preliminary activities, and walk- 
ing time. And there is some rea- 
soning to support this since the 
Supreme Court, referring to pre- 
liminary activities and the de min- 
imis doctrine, used the significant 
words “here again,” indicating the 
two, “walking time” and “prelimi- 
nary activities,” were to be con- 
sidered separately. 


Still we reject this theory. 


We believe that if X time is 
used in walking, and Y time in 
preliminary activities either before 
or following the walking, that 
they should be considered _ to- 
gether. Even if standing apart 
they would be de minimis. 

As we interpret the instructions 
of the Supreme Court, however, it 
makes no difference in this case, 


Conclusions of Law 
De Minimis Non 


ote 


Much has been written in briefs 
submitted about “de minimis non,” 
one laying foundation for discus- 
sion by treating the subject his- 
torically. But for the most part 
counsel devoted their efforts advo- 
cating legal principles on which 
there is no disagreement and very 
often the expounder lost sight of 
the fact that here we are bound 
by the master’s report. The ques- 
tion here is not whether the em- 
ployes were compelled to be on the 
premises 14 minutes before start- 
ing or after quitting time. The 
Supreme Court has already upheld 
findings of the/master that they 
were not. But most of the cases 
cited are along these lines and 
not at all in point. 

Decisions on the vital issue 
“de minimis” leave something 
to be desired and we submit 
that the only real aid lies in 
those cases, bulletins, etc., which 
treat of the application of de 
minimis non to sec. 7 (A) of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act: 
not in lawsuits involving 8 or 4 
cents, nor what percentage of 
interstate commerce is neces- 
sary to place some firm under 
the act. 

However, we do find in the 
Wage and Hour Manual 1944-1945, 
page 234, in answering a query 
as to how a certain employer was 
to compute work time for his em- 
ploye who spent 15 to 25 minutes 
each day going between the job 
and the time clock, the Chicago 
regional attorney held that if the 
employer’s record of hours actu- 
ally worked by the employe were 
kept in good faith, any disparity 
between those records and time 
clock records might be accounted 
for by these factors, and the pay- 
roll records would be given weight 
in determining the hours worked. 
Here, though not exactly in point, 
is an indication of de minimis 
non since part at least if not all 
of that 15 or 25 minutes had to be 
used in walking. 

In Vol. 5, Wage and Hour 
Reporter at page 148, answering 
an inquiry, the Public Contracts 
Administrator said: 

“As to recorded time, the de- 
partment makes allowances for 
a reasonable period of time to 
cover the period between the 
time an employe ceases work 


\the meaning of the administra- 
‘\tor’s ruling, “employment” within 


the intent of the act. This was 


de minimis. 

In Buslow v. Connor Lumber 
and Land Co., 11 Labor Cases, par. 
63, 220, the court held that 5 min- 
utes spent by an employe in pre- 
paratory activities prior to start- 
ing time could not be recovered 
since the amount involved was 
“insignificant.” This case used 
the words “de minimus.” 

In 1944-1945 Wage and Hour 
Manual at page 1193, in response 
to an inquiry, the Public Contracts 
Administrator, who is also admin- 
istrator of the Wage and Hour 
Act, held that a period of some 
3 to 10 minutes to permit the em- 
ploye to get from the time clock 
to his place of work would not be 
regarded as working time under 
the act. Thus, 20 to 40 minutes a 
day, if counted four ways, would 
be de minimis. 


‘De Minimis in Reverse.’ 


From the CIO (amicus curiae) 
on behalf of plaintiffs, came a4 
reference to the Wage and Hour 
Manual 1944-45, at page 242, 
which held that the employer 
could not deduct a 15-minute 
lunch period because the time con- 
sumed was “too short to utilize 
effectively in the employe’s own 
interest and is more akin to a 
waiting period or short rest 
period. 

This is not in point unless we 
must consider it as “de minimis in 
reverse” and is therefore against 
plaintiffs. 

Ulle V. Diamond Alkali Co.,, 


WHR 1043, is not in point since 
this was a decree entered by con- 
sent of the parties covering portal- 
to-portal. 

In 2 CCH Labor Law Reports, 
0-4, 33080, there is an opinion of 
the solicitor’s office of the De- 
partment of Labor, addressed to 
the National War Labor Board, 
and cited by the CIO (amicus 
curiae), which merely held that 
miners should be compensated for 
travel from the rim of the mine 
to their actual working place. The 
question of de minimis is not in- 
volved, 


Before the Supreme Court in 
this very case, a ‘etter attached 
to the brief of u. Metcalf Walling, 
the administrator of the Wage 
and Hour Act, stated that 30 min- 
utes used in preparing machinery 
for work was not de minimis and 
should be paid for. 

These are the main cases cited 
by all parties. Plaintiffs presented 
no case directly on the "de mini- 
mis non” doctrine. 

From the above it is apparent 
that this court not only could 
but should, by the great weight 
of what authorities there are, 
declare all walking and prelimi- 
nary activities time involved in 
this case as de minimis. 

We so hold as to “activities.” 

However, when we consider 
walking time the solution isn’t 
quite so simple. On page 8 (slip 
opinion) the Supreme Court, in 
holding walking time to be com- 
pensable, said: 

“Those arrangements in this 
case compelled the employes to 
spend an estimated two to 12 min- 
utes daily, if not more, in walking 
on the premises.” 

With that statement before us, 
is this court required, as urged, 
to hold that when walking time 
reaches the total of 12 minutes 
daily it is not de minimis, past 
holdings .of inferior courts, regu- 
lations, Memoranda, opinions, let- 
ters, etc., of the administrator of 
the Wages and Hours Act to the 
contrary notwithstanding? 

If so, just what did the Supreme 
Court include as walking time? 
Cites Supreme Court Language. 

Our attention is challenged. 

It is most essential that we 
make inquiry because, if we are 
to follow the language of the 
court by reference or deduction 
in accepting a mandate of 12 min- 
utes walking time as not de mini- 
mis, should we not follow the 
same court when it uses language 
that is direct, plain and unambigu- 
ous? 

Let us then examine what the 
court said just before it mentioned 
those “two to 12 minutes” and we 
find: 

“But the time necessarily spent 
by the employes in walking to 
work on the employer’s premises, 
following the punching of the 
time clocks, was working time 
within the scope of Sec. 7 (A).” 

And again, following the words 
“two and to 12 minutes” but in 
the same paragraph, the court 
stated what appears to be its con- 
clusion: 

“It follows that the time spent 
in walking to work on the em- 
ployer’s premises, after the time 
clocks were punched . . . must be 
included in the statutory work 
week.”

Retroactivity. 


We go one step further, and we 
hold that, should we be in error 
in determining what the Supreme 
should it—be held 
that the Supreme Court intended 
the walking time to be computed 
both ways, morning, noon and 
night, and that this pyramided 
walking time being over 12 min- 
utes was not de minimis, we then 
believe that in all fairness to this

A rep- 
resentative of that department 
checked on the method of com- 
puting time and overtime at this 
plant in 1939 and placed its 
stamp of approval thereon. If 
the opinions, administrative let- 
ters, regulations and decisions 
of our courts were followed this 
would warrant any industry, in- 
cluding this defendant, in not 
computing less than 20 or 25 
minutes a day, in walking time 
and preliminary activities, as 
compensable, (Tennessee and 
Jewell Ridge cases.) 

The doctrine that walking 
time and preliminary activities 
under some circumstances are 
compensable i not new. But a 
close analysis of cases that have 
passed upon the question indi- 
cate that they do not apply to 
the general field of manufacture, 
except where the employe ad- 
mittedly had to report at a cer- 
tain hour or the walking and — 
preliminary activities time was 
“considerable” or “substantial.” 

Never before has anyone at- 
tempted to bring walking and 
preliminary activities time con- 
sumed into such a narrow, pica- 


the face of the coal, present an

‘is not the case of firemen who,

Ballard v. Consoli- 
dated Steel Corp., 61 F, Supp. 995, 

This is an out and out manu- 
facturing case, differentiated 
from coal mines and other spe- 
cific types, and what applies 
here may later be held to apply 
to industry in general. And this 
court takes the position that 
since the question of retroactiv- 
ity was never raised before the 
Supreme Court at any time, we 
have the duty of passing upon 
that question here. 

“In conformity with the opin- 
fon and judgment of this court 
as according to right and jus- 
-tice and the laws of the United 
States.” (See mandate.) See 
also 12 Cye,. Fed. Procedure 621. 

Time and time again it has 
been held that the regulations of 
the administrator, his opinions, 
his letters, should carry great 
weight, United States v. American 
Trucking Association, Inc., 310 
U.S. 549; Jewell Ridge Coal Corp.

‘Vital Technical Information’ 


Of U.S. and Canada, ‘Secret’ and 
‘Top Secret,’ Stolen by Russians 


‘Royal Commission Finds Spies Got Im- 
portant Data on Atomic Energy, Radar, 
Anti-Submarine Devices, Electro-Bomb 
Fuse and Other Developments.

Royal Commission's report on Red spying in the Dominion, 


Maj.

Groves, one-time custodian of the atomic 


bomb, recently urged every American to read the report which 


he described as “a most illuminating document.”

N evaluating the importance of military, political and economic 
information transmitted to Russian agents in Ottawa, the Ca- 
nadian Royal Commission on Espionage took sharp issue with an 


official Moscow declaration ridiculing the information as “insig- 


nificant.” 

The commission reported that 
“much vital technical informa- 
tion” was obtained by the Rus- 


sians through the Canadian 
espionage network. This included 
work by the Anglo-American 
countries on atomic energy, radar, 
anti-submarine devices, the “elec- 
tro-bomb” fuse credited with 
knocking the Japanese air force 
out of the war, and RDX, the top- 
secret new explosive. 

Economic information secured 
by Russian agents, said the Com- 
mission, included data on produc- 
tion, location of industries, trans- 
portation and planning. It dealt 
also with financial matters, inter- 
national trade and commercial 
policy. 

“Secret” and “Top Secret” 

“It is sufficient to say here,” 
the report asserted, “that the 
amount of material in this cate- 
gory which was handed over was 
very great indeed, and that much 
of it 
Top Secret. 

“Regarding the 
this material, we will say only 
that this information appears to 
have been such as would be de- 
signed to facilitate detailed esti- 
mates of Canada’s postwar eco- 
nomic and military potential. 
Parts of this information could 
also be useful in connection with 
possible sabotage operations.” 

Espionage leaders also sought 
and obtained political information 
from Canadian collaborators in 
the cipher division of the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs and in 
the Registry of the Office of the 
United Kingdom High Commis- 
sioner at Ottawa, the Commission 
pointed out. Much of it concerned 
not only the policies of the Cana- 
dian Government but those of the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States. 

The bulk of the technical and 
scientific information sought by 
the agents, said the report, “re- 
lated to research developments 
which would play an important 
part in the postwar defenses” of 
the three countries. 

“Of Paramount Importance.” 
“Of paramount importance” the 

report went on “is the fact that 
Canadians were willing to give 
secret information no matter 
what its importance.... The most 
important thing is the agreement 
of certain Canadian Communists 
to work under foreign orders in a 
conspiracy directed against their 
own country.” 

The report continued: 

“There can be no doubt in our 
minds that these (espionage) at- 
tempts, very .often successful, to 
obtain here secret and confiden- 
tial information cannot be quali- 
fied as casual or isolated. They 
are not merely the acts of over- 
zealous Soviet employes anxious 
to inform their own Government. 

“The setup of this organization 
in Canada is the result of a long 
preparation by trained and ex- 
perienced men, who have come 
here for the express purpose of 
carrying on spying activities, and 
who have employed all the re- 
sources at their disposal, with or 
without corruption, to fulfill the 
tasks assigned to them.” 

Summary of Findings. 

The Commission made the fol- 
lowing specific summary of find- 
ings: 

“1. There exists in Canada a 
Fifth column organized and di- 
rected by Russian agents in 
Canada and in Russia. 

“2. Within the fifth column 
there are several spy rings. 

“3. We have been able to iden- 
tify many of the members of 
one of these rings, namely, that 
of which Col. Zabotin (Soviet 
Military Attache) was the head 
in Canada. 

“4. Membership in Communist 
organizations or a sympathy to- 
ward Communist ideologies was 
the primary force which caused 
these agents to agree to do the 
acts referred to in their indi- 
vidual cases. 

“5. Without documents such as 
(Igor) Gouzenko placed before 
us we cannot identify any non- 
Russian members of the other 
rings. 

“6. There was an organiza- 
tion whose duty it was to pro- 
cure false Canadian passports 
and other citizenship documents

Soviet intelligence official who 
was assassinated in Switzer- 
land; and, recently, Igor Gou- 
zenko, Red Army officer in 
Canada.

The Commission stressed “that 
the Communist movement was 
the principal base within which 
the espionage network was re- 
cruited,” and said that “it not 
only supplied personnel with 
adequately ‘developed’ motiva- 
tion, but provided the organi- 
zational framework wherein re- 
cruiting could be and was car- 
ried out safely and efficiently.” 

The technique of secrecy 
among Communist party mem- 
bership, said the report, had the 
blessings of Moscow. 

Continuing, the 
says: 

“An inevitable result of this 
emphasis on a conspirational at- 
mosphere and behavior even in 
political discussions, correspond- 
ence and meetings, which are in 
themselves perfectly legal and in- 
deed are the cherished right of 
everyone in a democratic society, 
would seem to be the gradual dis- 
integration of normal moral prin- 
ciples such as frankness, honesty, 
integrity and a respect for the 
sanctity of oaths.

Protect Gains. 


Missouri's Communists will en- 
“gage in a five-day drive “of 
heightened activity” beginning 
Wednesday in an effort “to defeat 
anti-labor bills pending in Con- 
gress and the State Legislature,” 
Ralph J. Shaw, state chairman of 
the party, announced yesterday. 

The campaign here will com- 
prise Missouri’s part in a program 
formulated by the National Board 
of the Communist party. It will 
be directed toward winning uni- 
fied action from AFL, CIO and 
railroad brotherhood unions, with 
emphasis on the need for peti- 
tioning members of Congress to 
protect the gains made by labor 
under the administration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Shaw asserted. 

The party has 50,000 circulars 
prepared, and plans to distribute 
them at plant gates and among 
local labor unions. These hand- 
bills paraphrase the program 
enunciated by the party’s national 
board. 

“Congress should be flooded 
with millions of telegrams, letters, 
petitions and delegations express- 
ing opposition,” said the board. 
“Congress must be met with a 
people’s campaign the NHkes of 
which this country has never seen 
before.” 

Called Central Issue of Party. 

The national board called on 
every party member “to throw 
yourself into this struggle es 
which is the central issue before 
the party,” @nd to “work to organ- 
ize your fellow- workers in your 
shop, in your organization, in your 
neighborhood.” The board’s pro- 
gtTam was published in the New 
York Daily Worker. It amounted 
to a laying down of the general 
line with the implementation of 
the details left to local Communist 
parties.

“3-—-Send delegations to Jef- 
ferson City and to Washington, 
and get local unions to send rep- 
resentatives to public hearings 
on these bills. 

“4—Send shop committees to 
Management demanding the 
company take a stand on this 
legislation.”

Mayor’s Staff Predict-

Returns from the city’s earnings 
tax for the last three months of 
1946 indicate an annual return 
from the tax of about $2,500,000, 
Collector of Revenue Richard E. 
Gruner announced yesterday. The 
Mayor’s office had predicted an 
annual return of about $4,400,000. 

Gruner said he had actually re- 


ceived during the three-month 
period $155,027. He has also re- 
ceived returns from corporations 
showing the amount of tax with- 
held from employes’ earnings to 
be $355,932 in the same period. 
However, the corporations have 
refused to remit the sums col- 
lected pending the final outcome 
of litigation aimed to test the le- 
gality of the tax.

knocked out of the ring by a 
punch on the jaw.” 

While householders sought} 
candles and oi] lamps—in most 


cases impossible to find—to bridge 
the five-hour daily gap in electric 
supply for heating and lighting, 
Shinwell faced an hour-long bar- 
rage from nearly 100 reporters. 


He declined to estimate how 
long the power blackout would 
last, although yesterday he said 
it might be for three or four 
days. At one point today he in- 
dicated it might be a week. Re- 
porters left the conference in the 
belief it might be two weeks. 


Some Mines Closed Down, 


Shinwell said ‘railroads were 
“losing ground in their fight” to 
move coal from the mines as the 
result of the prolonged cold. He 
explained that the aim of the 
power cut was to build up an 
extra week’s stock of fuel at gen- 
erating stations, and “if that could 
be done we should be able to get 
through.” 


Some coal mines were closed 
down entirely, he reported, be- 
cause of frozen machinery and 
snowbound railroads unable to get 
their loaded cars away from the 
pits. In some areas, he added, 
miner absenteeism was as high as 
50 per cent due to blizzard condi- 
tions, 


Hospitals, water plants, sewage 
services, telephone companies, 
transport and food processes, 
laundries and newspapers (but not 
periodicals) will continue to get 
electric current. Brewers will get 
enough for maintenance but not 
for production. Matinee theater 
performances are barred. The 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
announced -plans to reduce its 
schedules. Morning and afternoon 
television transmissions were can- 
celed. ‘ 


Britain’s two major automobile 
makers arranged to see their la- 
borers through the current work 
stoppage with full wages. 

The Nuffield organization an- 
nounced that it planned to pay 
25,000 workers in Birmingham, 
Coventry, Oxford and Sotth Wales 
through Feb. 22, although its fac- 
tories May be able toe operate for 
only token periods. 

Austin Motors rescinded its dis- 
missal notice to 148,000 production 
workers and said the union con- 
tract wage would be paid to all 
employes, whether working or not, 
at least through Feb. 22.

PURTAL PAY SUITS 


Actions Make ‘Mockery’ 
of Contracts and Bar- 
gaining, Official Organ 
Asserts. 


In an editorial attacking portal- 
to-portal suits, the current issue 
of the International Teamster, of- 
ficial organ of the AFL Teamsters’ 
Union, asserts that “such action 


makes a mockery of contracts and 
of collective bargaining.” 

The publication is edited by 
Daniel J, Tobin, president of the 
union, which has a membership of 
almost 1,000,000 and is one of the 
most powerful in the AFL group. 

The editorial, entitled “Portal 
Suits Are Indefensible,” follows: 

“If labor should set out to de- 
strby public confidence and in- 
vite restrictive legislation, it could 
find no more effective weapon to 
use against itself than the portal- 
to-portal suit. 

“President (William) Green has 
acted wisely in strongly advising 
all AFL unions to avoid such 
legal trickery. 

Aroused ‘Public Disgust.’ 

“The portal-to-portal pay suit 
has aroused more public disgust 
than any other tactic employed 
by the gentlemen of:the left in 
the ranks of labor. 

“It is a confession by the labor 
leaders who use it that they failed 
to protect the interests of their 
members when they negotiated 
the contracts under which they 
now seek to collect back pay. 

“Many of these contracts ex- 
pired years ago. They are dead 
issues. Imagine the reaction of 

bor if an employer suddenly 
claimed that he paid his men too 
much under an old contract and 
demanded his employes kick back 
a part of the pay they had re- 
ceived several years ago. 

“Labor would tell him to go 
jump in the river, and properly 
80. 

“Yet some labor unions have 
done this very thing. They have 
filed suite for billions of dollars 
against employers who faithfully 
discharged the provigions of con- 
tracts they signed with the unions. 

“The unions allege that they are 
entitled to back pay because of 
time spent by the workers prepar- 
ing for work or getting to the job. 

“If so, why did not these leaders 
stipulate such pay in the contracts 
ee Bog cates 

make no. defense of the 
practice of many employers in 
forcing workers to spend a half 
hour or more daily of their own 
time in getting to the job after 
they report for work. 
Assails Labor Leaders. 

"Neither can we defend the 
labor leaders who permitted this 
to continue year after year with 
no attempt at correction. They 
were either outsmarted by the 
employer or they were indifferent 
to the welfare of their members. 

“In either case, it was their 
hard luck. We can s¢e not the 
slightest legal or more! justifica- 
tion under a contract approved by 
the union and fulfilled by the em- 
ployer. 

“Such action makes a mockery 
of contracts and of collective bar- 
gaining. It gives employers an 
excuse to violate contracts, and it 
sets a dangerous precedent that 
may result in countersuits by em- 
ployers demanding damages from 
unions. 

“Maybe the lawyers who advised 
the left-wing unions were thinking 
of this. Certainly it will start a 
flood of litigation that will keep

NEW YORK, Feb. 8—The Soviet 
Union has demonstrated’ that 
every means will be employed to 
block universal disarmament un- 
less the atomic bomb is included 
among weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. That is the opinion of a high- 
ly informed observer who has fig- 
ured importantly in United Na- 
tions. negotiations to abolish 
atomic arms, 


In refusing to accept terminol- 
ogy sought by the United States in 
a Security Council resolution di- 
recting action on both general dis- 
armament and atomic control, the 
Russians have reaffirmed their in- 
tention. It was first disclosed 
when the Russian delegation 
sought to block the first Atomic 
Energy Commission report to the 
Security Council without voting 
against it. 

Although the subjects in dispute 
are different in each instance, the 
Russian tactic is aimed to achieve 
a like result. In the case of the 
atomic report, including the 
recommendations of Bernard M. 
Baruch for a veto-free, semi-au- 
tonomous international enforce- 
ment agency to which Russia ob- 
jected, that natien abstained from 
discussion and vote, Russian repre- 
sentatives meticulously pointed 
out, however, that they simply 
were “not participating” and were 
not to. Be formally recorded as 
against. 

Similar Strategy on Arms, 


During the long discussion in 
the Council and in closed meetings 
this week on the form of the reso- 
lution dealing with disarmament 
and the bomb, Andrei A. Gromyko | 
followed what amounted to the 
same strategy. The Russian dele- 
gate at no time declared that he 
was opposed to United States Dele- 
gate Warren R. Austin’s require- 
ment for a clause assuring sharp 
cleavage between the atomic con- 
trol and arms reduction programs. 
In neither debate could it be 
rightfully asserted that Russia 
was opposed to either program. 
Only Baruch’s forthright insist- 
ence on a vote by Dec. 31 per- 
mitted submittal of the atomic re- 
port at all. By setting the dead- 
line, the former American delegate 
prepared for a showdown to es- 
tablish whether other representa- 
tives on the 12-nation commission 
wanted international supervision 
of atomic energy. He relied on

Contrary to Knutson’s Plan. 


This stand by Taft, chairman of 
the Senate Republican policy com- 
mittee and a member of the Fi- 
nance Committee, collided with the 
announced intention of Chairman 
Knutson (Rep.), Minnesota, of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee to rush through a tax bill mak- 
ing reductions retroactive to Jan.

Nature of Experiments Not Known—Rolltop 
Is Opened First Time Publicly 16 
Years After His Death. 


WEST ORANGE, N. J., Feb. 8 
(UP)—Thomas A. Edison, whose 
genius gave the world the electric 
light, apparently was experiment- 
ing with uranium, source ore of 
the atomic bomb, before his death 
16 years ago, it was discovered to- 
day. 

Among the effects found in a 
desk in Edison’s home, locked 
since his death in 1931, was a 
test tube containing uranium ni- 
trate. 

Just what Edison was doing 
with uranium was not known, but 
it was believed some clue might 
be found in the voluminous sheaf 
of papers discovered in the desk. 

The big, dark rolltop desk was

time since the inventor died on 
Oct. 18, 1931. The opening was 
in connection with the national 
observance of his birth 100 years 
ago. His son, Charles Edison, for- 
mer Governor of New Jersey and 
former Secretary of the Navy, 
had opened the desk privately 
about two months ago as executor 
of his father’s estate. 


One of the first things found 
in the dusty inside of the desk 
was a small, gum-like roll—be- 
lieved to be a sample of golden 
rod rubber. Edison was working 
on the making of rubber from 
this weed when he died. 


Two fountain pens also were 
found in the desk. It was re- 
called that a few years after the 
inventor died, two New York me- 
diums: said they had. received a 
“spirit message” from Edison say- 
ing that he had hidden a “mo- 
mentous message to the world” in 
a fountain pen. However, the two 
pens were broken open with pliers 
and failed to disclose any ‘“mo- 
mentous messages.” 


It was exactly 1 p.m. when 
Charles Edison, the inventor’s son 
and former Governor of New Jer- 
snipped two seals on each 
side of the lock. ‘The inventor's 


‘widow watched while her son in- 


serted a key, turned it and rolled 
back the ponderous: top of the 
desk,- Harvey S. Firestone Jr., 
of the Ohio rubber family, was in 
the group. 


Dozens of papers, notes made 
by Edison, were found in the desk. 
Whether they contained any in- 
ventive secrets of value could only 
be determined by careful study. 

The clock over the desk still 
was set at 3:27, almost the exact 
minute that Edison died on that 
October morning more than 15 
years ago. The outside of the 
desk was polished to a high 
— but the dust was thick in- 
side, | 


Other contents of the desk in- 
cluded three bottles of soda pills, 
a bottle of mouth wash, two ash- 
trays containing paper clips, and 
a bottle containing lithium. 

There was also a children’s book 
about Edison’s life. Apparently a 
young girl had sent it to the in- 
ventor to be autographed. 

There were three boxes of 
cigars and two plugs of chewing 
tobacco,

VETERAN’S ‘HERO’ 
TALE LANDS HIM 
IN EAST SIDE JAIL 


Bennie W. Davis, East St. Louis 
Navy veteran, who cut a swath 
on the East Side two years ago 
with an apocryphal tale of having 
won the Navy Cross for heroism 
off North Africa, was in jail at 
East St. Louis last night waiting 


to repeat his story to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 


He was arrested at request of 
the FBI after going to the Hast 
St. Louis Journal office yesterday 
and asking for clippings of the 
newspaper's stories in which he 
told of having been decorated for 
having “saved valuable papers” 
when his ship was sunk in the 
Mediterranean. Police said he told 
the newspaper he was now a Navy 
officer and wanted the clippings 
for use in a naval reserve recruit- 
ing program. 


At the East St. Louis police sta- 
tion he was quoted as saying his 
real reason for wanting the clip- 
pings was to destroy them in an 
effort to wipe out evidence of his 
ill-advised tale-telling. He said he 
invented the yarn during a tour 
of taverns while on leave with 
two sailor friends, Following the 
newspaper publicity he related his 
“adventures” before a Masonic 
group at East St. Louis Scottish 
Rite Temple.

TALMADGE TERM 
RULING AGAINS! 
HIM “COLLUSIVE: 


Says Rome (Ga.) Judge 
Made Vest-Pocket De- 


cision Without Hearing 


Both Sides. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 8 (AP)— 
Herman Talmadge today assailed 
a ruling of a Georgia judge, which 
held that Talmadge illegally claims 
the office of Governor, and ac- 


cused the judge of rendering a 
vest-pocket decision without hear- 
ing both sides. 

The decision, made yesterday at 
Rome, Ga., was in a suit brought 
against the Pardons and Paroles 
Board by Lt. Gov. M. E. Thomp- 
son. The action sought budgetary 
information from the board. Tal- 
madge was not a party, and is not 


presently affected by the decision. 

Superior (Circuit) Judge Claude 
Porter held Thompson was legal 
acting Governor, in succession to 
Gov. Ellis Arnall, resigned, and 
held the Georgia Legislature ex- 
ceeded its constitutional authority 
when it elected Talmadge for the 
four-year term of his father, the 
late Eugene Talmadge, 

Talmadge charged that the suit 
was “patently collusive,” and was 
“brought by (friends, against 
friends, before friends and for 
friends.” 

Other Legislation Affected. 


The decision, due to be speeded 
to the Georgia Supreme Court next 
week, indirectly affects other 
pending litigation, including a di- 
rect challenge of Talmadge’s title 
by Thompson, which began yester- 
day at McDonough, Ga. Should 
the McDonough case be delayed, 
the decision by Judge Porter 
might be the first to be reviewed 
by the Georgia Supreme Court. 

In a bitter statement, Talmadge 
claimed the case at Rome “was 
brought as a rule, by agreement 
between all parties to it,-for the 
purpose of confusion and becloud- 
ing the issues now before the 
court in the trial at Henry county 
(McDonough) where all persons 
involved in the present political 
situation are before the court.”

ARBITRATION AWARD. 


Wage Increases of 5 to 18 
Cents Granted—Some Con- 
ditions Draw Protest. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 8 (AP) 
-~A three-man arbitration board 
today awarded pay increases rang- 


ing from 5 to 18 cents an hour to 
some 8500 Duquesne Light Co. em- 
ployes who conducted a 27-day 
strike here last fall to enforce 
wage and other demands. 

The arbitration board was or- 
ganized in an effort to settle the 
company’s troubles with its inde- 
pendent union. The dispute was 
Climaxed by the crippling strike, 
Starting last Sept, 24, which par- 
alyzed this steel city’s industry 
and transportation and resulted in 
widespread unemployment. 

George Mueller, president of the 
Independent Union of Employes 
of the Duquesne Light & Associ- 
ated Companies, dissented on 30 
of the 58 provisions contained in 
the award. These included a 
clause to guarantee continuous 
electric power to the community 
and a “no strike” pledge. 

Both sides had previously prom- 
ised to accept the arbiters’ deci- 
sion as binding. 

A union demand for a master 
contract to replace nine separate 
contracts heretofore used, one of 
the principal issues of the strike, 
was refused by the board. 

The board also refused to grant 
a union shop and to include super- 
visors and foremen earning $500 
or less a month within the bar- 
gaining units. 

The union had demanded a 20 
per cent cost-of-living increase 
which Mueller said would boost 
base pay from $1.18 to $1.41 
hourly. 


UNION SEEKS 40-HOUR WEEK 
FOR BARGE LINE BOATMEN 


A decrease in the length of the 
work week from 84 to 40 hours 
has been demanded of the Amer- 
ican Barge Lines and the Missis- 
sippi Valley Barge Lines for about 
300 members of the CIO National 
Maritime Union, Morton Davis, 
rivers director of the union, said 
yesterday. The union also is seek- 
ing a 25 per cent wage increase. 

Davis said the river boatmen 
were the only workers who 
worked an 84-hour week without 
overtime rates, and they comprise 
about 5 per cent of the maritime 
industry. Although they receive 
105 days off during the year, he 
added, the average work week is 
not less than 63 hours. 

Average earnings for river boat- 
men under their present contract, 
Davis said, were $159 a month, On 
the basis of hours worked, he 
said, this was less than 50 cents 
an hour. Wage negotiations began 
Jan. 22. The next meeting will be 
held between company and union 
representatives at Louisvfile on 
Feb. 22.

Plans for hundreds of thousands 
of dollars worth of new housing, 
ranging from individual dwellings 
to apartment structures that 
would cover entire city blocks, are 
spread upon the drawing boards 
in the offites of the architects of 
Greater St. Louis, or pigeonholed 
in the files of their offices. 

The architect who hasn't from 
15 to 20 jobs (including commer- 
cial and industrial projects) going 
on his boards, and more stuffed 
away in the pigeonholes, doesn’t 
consider himself to be doing a 
normal business these days. In 
former years, five jobs at once 
Was considered normal volume. 

Few, if any of the housing 
projects, among the many pro- 
posed, are likely to be started this 
year, if Federal Government regu- 
lations as now constituted are con- 
tinued in force. Some of the rental 
projects have been submitted to 
Government agencies on a tenta- |” 
tive basis and have been frowned 
upon as “too fancy.”

Space Is Limited. 

It is true that in December, re- 
laxation of housing regulations 
opened the way, for the first time 
since the war, for a person without 
a military service record to build 
for himself a place to live. But 
if the construction costs more than 
$400—the price of a simply de- 
signed one-car garage—complete 
information about it, including 
four signed copies of answers to 
two pages of closely typed ques- 
tions, together with financia] in- 
formation, blueprints, specifica- 
tions and material lists, must be 
submitted to the Federal Housing 
Administration. If it meets ap- 
proval, a Federal permit will be 
issued for the construction, other- 
wise it may not be built. 

Such a house must not have 
more than 1500 square feet of 
floor space, by outside measure- 
ment. It must not be designed to 
use more than one bathtub, one 
stool and one lavatory. 

The amount a person without a 
military record spends for such 
a structure is no longer an object, 
but a person with a military rec- 
ord atill is required to build noth- 
ing of the kind that costs more 
than $10,000, whether he has $100 
or one million with which to. pay 
the bill.

NEW YORK, N.Y.,—Farm prices 
generally throughout the country 
have reached their peak and are 
on the way down, V. A. Miehls, 
vice-president of the Strout Realty 
Agency reported yesterday on the 
basis of information received from 
the firm's approximately 550 asso- 
ciates in 30 states. 

He asserted, however, that the 
prices of Eastern farms had at 
no time exceeded five per cent of 
their pre-war valuations, and that 
the higher prices at which farms 
have been sold since that time 
could reasonably be accounted for 
by land and building improve 
ments. 

At no time since 1942, he added, 
have farm ‘prices East of the 
Rockies approached 1921 boom lev- 
els, 

“The much-discussed rise in 
farm prices has been caused 
largely by the fact that people 
since V-J day have been buying 
better type farms,” Miehls said. 
“Country properties have been 
greatly improved in the last 2 
years, And both farmers and city 
dwellers have had the money to 
buy them.” 

Many thousands of the firm’s 
listings show that unimproved

all in price since 1936-37, and that 
in many cases they have fallen 
in price,

DAMAGE BY WIND 
KEEPS CREWS BUSY 
AT SHAW’S GARDEN 


Damage by current windstorms, 
and by a sudden, sharply localized 
twister that dipped in the Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden last Sept. 
1, is giving maintenance and oper- 
ating crews there more than a 
normal volume of work for this 
winter and for the coming spring. 
The Linnean House, which lost 
all of its roof and top ventilators 
in last fall’s blow, again lost 200 
feet of its top ventilators—new 
ones—in the recent blow that did 
considerable damage in other 
parts of the city and county. 
Power lines were torn down and 
the Garden’s stand-by power 
plant, which hadn’t been called 
into service in years, had to be 
cut into the service lines to pre- 
vent a sharp fall in temperatures 
that would have wrecked the care- 
fully nurtured vegetation. The 
stand-by equipment was in serv- 
ice more than four hours before 
normal commercial power service 
was restsored. 

Workmen still are busy board- 
ing up the open spaces, Glass, still 
a critical construction item, has 
not been .available to meet the 
emergency. 

The blow last September took 
out more than 1500 panes of glass, 
mainly in the north and south 
sides of the palm house. The glass 
only recently was all restored to 
the north side of the palm house, 
and scaffolds still rise high along 
the south wall where the job is 
yet to be completed. 

More than 1000 trees and shrubs 
were taken.out or damaged in the 
blow last fall and an extensive re- 
planting program will get under 
way at the Garden this spring. 
George G. Pring, superintendent, 
says the replanting job and the 
pruning of damaged plants, is a 
three-year job.

Anti-U.S. Russian Propa- 
ganda.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8. 
FARLY a century ago the authors of 
the Communist Manifesto observed in 
a phrase notable for its durability that 
the specter of Communism was haunting 
Europe. Today the same persistent phantom 
has found a friendly environment in the new 
world and is industriously bedeviling Latin 
America. Its progress is causing concern in 


Washington. 
Viewed as a whole, Communism is far 


stronger in Latin America than in the Unit- 
ed States. It exerts more influence in the 
southern republics than ever was exercised 
by offshoots of European Nazism and 
Fascism. Communist parties operate openly 
in 13 countries. In three others there are 
leftist parties that support the Kremlfn’s 
policies. *Luiz Carlos Prestes, Brazilian 
party boss, estimated recently that the “hard 
core” of militant members nunibered 390,- 
000—about 130,000 in Brazil, 50,000 in 
Chile, 150,000 in Cuba, 25,000 in Mexico and 


35,00 in Argentina. 

The total seems a reasonable estimate, but 
some of the component figures may be ex- 
ageerated. For example, most sources give 
the Mexican strength as from 5000 to 13,000 
party members; the larger figure is that of 
the party's secretary-general. In free elec- 
tions Communist candidates could be ex- 
pected to poll ‘ro three to four times the 
number of party members, or roughly 6 per 
cent of the total ballots cast.. The best they 
have done in the Jnited States was a quar- 
ter of 1 per cent. 


Membership Is Not 
True Gauge of Strength. 


Actual party membership is a _ faulty 
gauge of party effectiveness, in fact, may 
be misleading, as the strength of the fellow- 
traveling groups is difficult to guess. These 
would include many labor unions, cultural 
societies and racial movements such as 
Pan-Slavism. The latter, similar to the old 
Pan-Germanism, is directed toward several 
hundred thcusand European emigrants now 
in Argentina, Brazil and Chile. 

The Communist leaders are hard working, 
sacacious natives schooled for the most part 
in Moscow or Paris. Their tactics vary little 
from those familiar to North Americans and 
Europeans. The old cliches, however, have 
the aspect of revelation in many backward 
areas of South America, where a hungry, 
disjointed feudal civilization exists. Many 
parts of Latin America constitute an eco- 
nomic wilderness, embryonic agriculturally 
and industrially, menaced by inflation and 
without much hope for self-improvement. 

These factors, plus the acknowledged abil- 
ity of the Communist leaders, plus the lack 
in many instances of an acceptable alterna- 
tive way of reaching commendable Commu- 
nist goals, add up to one of the many knotty 
problems that may be expected to plague Sec- 
retary of State Marshall. The reason for ap- 
prehension lies in the fact that Latin Amer- 
ican Communism is first of all anti-United 
States. Its propaganda, pouring daily from 
Russian transmitters as well as originating 
locally, has these characteristics: 

It is opposed to whatever the United 
States attempts; it supports Soviet Rus- 
sian foreign policy; it advocates national- 
ism and non-intervention and supports at- 
tacks on United States enterprises; it sup- 
ports Big Three unity with the express un- 
derstanding that in disagreement Britain 
and the United States are always wrong 
and Russia always right, and it ceasclessly 
emphasizes the superiority of the Soviet 
social and economic system. 


Soviet Diplomats 
Avoid Local Communists. 


There appear to be no direct ties between 
Moscow and Latin American Communists. 
There is rumor but no credible evidence that 
the Soviet Politburo distributes any slush 
funds. Most Soviet diplomatic personnel 
avoid open association with local Communist 
leaders. Whether Latin American parties 


individual leader or group is doubtful; prov- 
ably each party is fairly autonomous, picking 
up the fine points of the line from radio 
broadcasts and material printed in Izvestia 
and Pravda. 

Despite their growth the Communist’ still 
are much weaker economically than were the 
Nazis. Argentine followers of Hitler built 
up a little industrial empire. Sixty German 
firms now being taken over by the Argen- 
tine Government are valued at $90,000,000.

the Communists are more powerful. The 
native leadership, as opposed to that of ex- 
patriated Germans, is a vital factor in their 
success. 

Before the death in 1945 of Constantin A. 
Oumansky, Soviet Ambassador to Mexico, 
Communist Latin American policy was said 
to emanate from Mexico City. The principal 
sources now appear to be Mexico City, Ha- 
vana, Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires. The 
important hemisphere leaders are Prestes in 
Brazil, Blas Roca in Cuba and the puzzling 
Vicente Lombardo Toledano in Mexico. 

Lombardo Toledano is the boss of the 
Latin American Federation of Labor 
(CTAL), which claims 4,000,000 mem- 
bers, and of its largest unit, the Mexican 
Labor Federation, which claims 750,000 
members. Lombardo insists he is not a Com- 
munist. He has consistently glued the CTAL 
to the Moscow line, however, and has made 
several visits to the Kremlin. A large part 
of the Communist influence in Mexico is @x- 
erted through labor. The party itself can 
account for only about 40,000 votes. The 
Government of Mexico has been moving to 
the right recently and so, seemingly, has 
Lombardo, The situation is complex and his 
motives not clearly understood. 

At a CTAL conference in San Jose, Costa 
Rica, last Dec. 7-10, Lombardo advocated 
policies apparently at varian¢e with the cur- 
rent Moscow doctrine. Also attending this 
conference were Blas Roca; Joseph Starobin, 
a writer for the Communist New York Daily 
Worker, reported a man to reckon with in 
hemisphere affairs, and a representative of 
the Congress of Industrial Organizations. A 
number of the delegates roundly criticized 
the “reactionary” American Federation of 
Labor. 

Both CIO ana AFI. aré interested in the 
affections of Latin American labor. The CIO 
and Lombardo’s CTAL are members of the 
World Federation of Trade Unions. lLom- 
bardo is one of seven vice presidents of the 
WFTU; other vice presidencies are held by 
the CIO and Soviet Russian unions. Soviet 
control of the WFTU frequently is alleged. 
The AFL does not belong to the WFTU. It 
recently sent a delegation to Argentina for a 
‘‘survey.”’ 


Brazil Communists 
Have Strongest Party. 


The fact that the Brazilian Communist 
party is the largest and fastest-growing in 
the western hemisphere is important because 
of Brazil’s strategic position. The country 
is larger than the continental United States: 
three times as big as Argentina. It emerged 
from the war as the dominant power in Latin 
America, partly because $331,650,000 in 
lendflease aid provided the base for a new 
economy. The beginnings of a great nation 
are present, but the country is suffering 
from bad administration, poverty, disease 
and shortages. The overall situation is fa- 
vorable to Communism and the stakes are 
immense, 

There are about 7,500,000 registered vot- 
ers in Brazil, of which about 6,000,000 usu- 
ally vote.. In the presidential elections of 
December, 1945, the Communist machine 
rolled up 586,000 votes, about 10 per cent 
of the total cast. Communists claimed they 
would get 1,000,000 votes in the elections 
of last Jan. 19, and preliminary figures of 
the as yet unofficial returns indicate a con- 
siderable increase in the Communist vote. 
This was in spite Of a warning by President 
Dutra that to vote for the Communists was 
equivalent to voting for a foreign power and 
totalitarianism. 

In Cuba, where prosperity, inflation and 
shortages are running together, the Com- 
munists exercise a control disproportionate 
to their actual strength. President Ramon 
Grau San Martin is regarded as an honest 
visionary and incompetent administrator who 
has alienated factions of his own party by 
delivering to the Communists twice what 
they asked for in the vain hope of receiving 
credit for his efforts. The Communists hold 
only nine of 136 seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives but have a balance of power. In 
the 54-seat Senate there are three Commu-

ists, one being its first vice president, the

intellectual Juan Marinello. The party is 
conceded a chance to elect a President inside 
of 10 years. 

Communists everywhere can point with 
pride to the pattern in Chile. The new Pres- 
ident, Gabriel Gonzalez Videla, though not 
a Communist, was elected with Communist 
support. The party accounted for only about 
9 per cent of the votes but provided the 
critical total Gonzalez Videla needed. He 
paid off by giving the party three posts in his 
11-man cabinet—one of them being the Min- 
istry of Public Works, the patronage-dispens- 
ing job. There is argument over whether 
the Communists actually control the Chilean 
Federation of Labor, but they do manage the 
vital coal and nitrate mining unions. 


Fighting Over Unions 
With President Peron. 


Argentine Communists are making a 
strong. effort»but so far have been-able to 
account for only about 3 per cent of the 
votes. They are seeking to wrest control 
of the labor unions from President Peron, 
with whom they are pursuing a policy of 
co-operation. Their support of Peron il- 
lustrates the ease with which the party can 
coalesce with « Fascistic regime when ex- 
pediency warrants.. The Peron regime was 
labeled a Fascist dictatorship until Soviet 
Russia signed a diplomatic and trade pact 
with Peron last summer. Then the line 
changed. Despite world-wide Soviet efforts 
to isolate Franco Spain diplomatically, re- 
cent appointment of an Argentine Ambassa- 
dor to Madrid drew no sharp criticism, Ar- 
gentina announced recently it will loan 
$187,500,000 to Spain. 

In strategic Uruguay, which is a sort of 
economic depen ancy of Argentina, the Com- 
munists have a shaky control of the CTAL- 
affiliated Uruguayan Confederation of Labor. 
The Communist party is growing and has 
elected a few representatives in the Gov- 
ernment.- At the last election it produced 
about 5 per cent of the total vote. Recently 
in New York Eduardo Rodriguez Larreta, 
Uruguayan Foreign Affairs Minister, said 
Communism is not a grave problem in 
Uruguay because “there is little favorable 
atmosphere for it.” He warned that Com- 
munists and reactionaries united in common 
cause against the democracier are a danger 
to the United States. 

The Communists are making a concerted 
drive in Venezuela, especially for control of 
labor wnions in the oil fields. They do not 
control the uniong generally. In the last 
elections they brought out only half as many 
votes as they had forecast, but the total still 
represented growth. The mediocre showing 
was largely due to a three-way split in the 
party, since healed through the mizistra- 
tions of the Cuban, Blas Roca. 

In Panama, important because of the 
Canal Zone, party membership is @mall and 
the Government anti-Communist. Com- 
munistiec activities in Paraguay were out- 
lawed Jan. 15. The party became legal only 
about six months ago. It had gained control 
of the CTAL affiliate, the Council of Para- 
guayan Workers. The party has gained 
ground rapidly in. Peru in the last five years 
but is overshadowed by the radical non- 
Communist Aprista movement. The latter 
has 65 of the 132 seats in the House of 
Representatives; the Communists have only 
four. 


Setbacks Are Suffered 
In Colombia and Ecuador. 


Colombian Communists have one senator 
and four, representatives, but have been de- 
clining in influence, both in the unions and 
in politics.

‘Surely, I reasoned, a school which does 
not permit the entrance of Negroes and 
whose students are socially and finan- 
cially segregated in sororities and fra- 
ternities would not be accused of being 
Communistic. In addition I was de- 
lighted to find that the university in- 
gstructors never ventured to support rev- 
olutionary or anti-democratic doctrines. 
“At last I felt I had come to a school 
which would never be threatened with 
the “red” stigma. 

Then, suddenly, one or two legislators 
teke up the perpetually popular cause 
of red-hunting; one quick-witted law- 
maker spots a student publication which 
eontains a humorous cartoon featuring 
Stalin. This is all the proof he needs.

of Communism. 

The lawmaker’s aim is accomplished; 
liberal elements at school are regarded 
warily, perhaps weeded out entirely. In- 
~structors avoid all controversial topics; 
zi! original thought is suppressed. Stu- 
Gents who attend school for a liberal 
education receive instead narrow, ster- 
eotyped instruction. 

Must our higher institutions of learn- 
frig become factories which grind out 
‘unthinking, mechanical robots? Must 
our colleges forever be at the mercy of 
publicity-conscious, stone-age men who 
are apt to burst out at any time, with 
the damning cry of “Communism!”? We 
ridicule the super-vigilance of the Rus- 
sians in weeding out all “capitalistic 
elements” but our own absurd irrational 
pre-occupation with the “red menace” is 
‘Quite as ludicrous and equally tragic in 
its oppressiveness.

Call for Heroic Measures 


It is three years since the delegates of 44 na- 
tions met at Bretton Woods, filled with a sense 
of urgency, to establish a world bank for re- 
construction and development and an interna- 
tional monetary fund for the stabilization of 
exchange. 

They not only had a monumental task to per- 
form, They also had to perform it in time. The 
sands of opportunity were running out. It was 
imperative to get started at once. 

A year has passed since then Secretary of the 
Treasury Vinson told the governors of the World 
Bank and International Monetary Fund that 
they were engaged in “a race against time for 
sanity.” “If,” said Mr. Vinson, “we let world 
economic relations break down again as they did 
in 1930, we may not, this time, be able to Te- 
cover from the collapse.” 

There is a time beyond which it is difficult 
if not impossible to stop world economic de- 
terioration and restore order. The last time the 
nations tried it was in 1933 at the London Eco- 
nomic Conference. James M. Cox, who was vicé- 
chairman of the United States delegation to that 
conference, expresses the opinion in his auto- 
biography, “Journey Through My Years,” that 
“an international conference . .. should have 
been called by Coolidge or Hoover. It was too 
late in 1933.” 

Yet the nations are still fiddling while the 
economies of many of them—enough to pull the 
world down with them—are being destroyed by 
financial disorder. 


The Italian lira, which was five to the dollar, . 


fell as low as 720 to the dollar before its recent 
bolstering with 26% tons of gold from the 


United States Treasury and the simultaneous at- 


tempt to peg it at 375. Sugar is $4 a pound in 
Italy, coffee $7, and on the black market as 
much as $75 is paid for a pair of shoes, The 
French franc, worth 20 cents in normal times, 
has fallen to 4-5 of a cent on the legal market 
and 1-3 of a cent on the black. Sweden is said 
to expect the French franc to go the ruinous 
way of the German mark after the First World 
War. - 

Greece, which has had one of the most ter- 
rible currency inflations in the world, is still 
wracked by it, as are Austria, Hungary and Ger- 
many. In China, where the inflation was already 
incredible, it has worsened by 50 per cent with 
the increasing fears of full-scale civil war. A 
ton of coal costs $450,000 in Chinese currency 
and $97 in United States currency. 

The fantastic unreason of the inflation has 
been distilled into a joke which the French are 
telling, as reported in the London New States- 
man and Nation: : 

A lunatic recovers after 20 years. He is 
delighted, on visiting his once favorite res- 
taurant, to eat exactly a 1927 meal. But the 
bill comes to 2000 francs. He has only 20, 
the past price. The proprietor says he will 
call the police. The customer insists: “Sorry, 
but this is all I have.” He puts down 20 
francs—in gold. The proprietor embraces 
him, gives him 2000 francs in change, bows 
him out. The ex-lunatic, deciding everybody 
else can’t be mad, sadly returns to his 
asylum. 

In all the countries troubled by runaway in- 
flation, a sick economy is at the root of it, but 
in many of them sick politics is also—as in 
Italy, where it-is fear of Communism; and China, 
where it is the schism between the Nanking 
and Yenan Governments. 

While the well—or well by comparison—na- 
tions of the world, with the United States at 
their head, should be tackling this endemic in- 
flation both economically and politically, they 
are merely doing a little here and a little there, 
and getting nowhere near the heart of the busi- 
ness. The World Bank and Monetary Fund are 
marking time and the former is so beset by 
faulty lines of authority, interior politics, and 
indecision on loan policies, that there is serious 
question whether it ever will be effective short 
of a thoroughgoing overhaul. ' 

The Export-Import Bank has made loans, but 
the root disease is untouched. This country’s 
own price inflation and hogging of world trade 
have harmed the world economy far more than 
all our measures of assistance have helped. So 
rapidly in fact are the conditions of world trade 
going down the road to nationalism and barter 
that the buying power of our loan to Britain has 
shrunk 30 per cent since it was made and there 
is a grave question whether the British will be 
able to carry out their promises of world trade 
co-operation on the 70 per cent that is left to 
them. 

As of today, the mechanisms which the na- 
tions set up to replace economi¢ chaos with 
economic order are a failure. They may become 
a success in the future, but so far they have not 
done what they were set up to do. Time, always 
short, is running desperately against us. Heroic 
measures are called for, perhaps another confer- 
ence of the nations, similar to Bretton Woods, 
and correction of the shortcomings which have 
held back the Bank and Fund. Certainly this 
country should be buying more from other coun- 
tries, to facilitate their reconstruction. Italy, 
France, Germany, Hungary, Greece, China and 
other countries beset by political instability 
should be helped to stabilize their political econ- 
omy. 

Unless we do these things, we may look back 
14 years from now, as former Gov. Cox looks 
back to the London Conference of 1933, and re- 
gret that we did not attempt until too late what 
might have been done successfully in 1947. 
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Good Work on the Eisler Case 


In the Gerhart Eisler case, the new House 
Committee on Un-American Activities gives evi- 
dence that it is avoiding some of the errors of 
its predecessors. 

Under Martin Dies, 


and then under the 
Wood-Rankin leadership, the committee did 
much to discredit itself. It indulged in charac- 
ter assassination, one-sided evidence, and pub- 
licity-seeking. It set itself up as an amateur 
FBI instead of working with the FBI. Because 
it frittered away its time on witch hunts, it 
never got around to doing the job of a congres- 
sional committee on un-American activities. 

It is doubly heartening, therefore, that the 
new committee appears to be going about the 
Eisler case with a proper ‘sense of its responsi- 
bilities. It is working with the FBI, as has often 
been suggested it should do, instead of trying to 
do FBI work, for which it is not fitted. It is 
making full use of the report of the Royal 


Commission on Russian Espionage in Canada. 
Here js a fine start. By keeping ‘on in the same 
constructive vein the committee can perform a 
valuable service and set a good, and long- 
needed, precedent. 
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Exit to Portal-to-Portal 

Invoking the doctrine that the law should not 
concern itself with trifles, Judge Frank A, 
Picard has thrown the portal-to-portal pay suit 
of the Mount Clemens Pottery workers out of 
court. He has thus banished the cloud that has 
hung over American industry and the United 
States Treasury, which ultimately would have 
had to bear, in the form of tax rebates, much 
of the multi-billion-dollar burden of the dam- 
ages sought. 

Judge Picard’s decision leaves the way open 
for suits to be filed in cases where workers have 
been required to spend substantial time walking 
to their posts or making special preparation for 
their duties, but it completely undercuts the 
great majority of claims for past-due compen- 
sation at two-to-four times the normal rate of 
pay. 

The decision assumes that in the vast majority 
of instances the time required in walking to the 
work post and in minor preparatory matters was 
taken into consideration in bargaining for wages, 
and that the contracts should not be upset by 


_ afterthoughts of labor attorneys or over-zealous 


courts. The court then stated what is the ob- 
vious fact: 

We then believe that in all fairness to this 
defendant such a holding (granting portal- 
to-portal pay) would be of a nature not in- 
tended by either the Fair Labor Standards 
Act or Congress, and that it would amount 
to an unfair and unexpected penalty against 
the defendant...” 

Judge Picard has been aided to his decision 
by the common-sense reasoning of the Depart 
ment of Justice, to which he granted the status 
of intervenor in the suit. Assistant Attorney 
General Sonnett pointed out that if an employe 
is entitled to pay for trifling preparatory and 
walking time, the employer should be en- 
titled to keep track of and deduct short periods 
which employes spend in personal pursuits, to 
the net disadvantage of the employer. 

The case undoubtedly will go again to the 
Supreme Court. Congress meanwhile should 
pass an amendment defining what it meant by 
work-week in the Fair Labor Practices Act. It 
is time short shrift were made of the portal-to- 
portal lunacy. .

Ring-Around-the-Rosy 

What good does it do for the St. Louis police 
to run down gamblers? Capt. Joseph A. Wren’s 
police squad has hunted diligently for handbook, 
policy and lottery racketeers. Between dismis- 
sals by judges and inaction by prosecutors, the 
net result is nothing, and gamblers go un- 
scathed. 

The Circuit Attorney’s. office refused to issue 
a single warrant in 348 cases of gambling ar- 
rests last year. For the gamblers, this is love- 
ly. It means they are not tried in Circuit Court 
for a felony. They are tried in police court for 
a misdemeanor. Like Joseph §tuckel, alleged 
operator of a $500,000-a-year policy game, they 
can get off with a $25 fine. 

Isn’t that a cheap way to buy public suffer- 
ance? Pay-offs for protection would cost money, 
but what is a petty fine? 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Paul Dobberstein 
says he refused warrants in the Stuckel case be- 
cause a former grand jury didn’t return an in- 
dictment in a similar case. So the prosecutors 
stand still because the juries won’t act, and the 


? juries won’t act when the prosecutors stand still. 


Does the Circuit Attorney’s office think any- 
one will believe this legal ring-around-the-rosy? 
But members of the Circuit Attorney James 


W. Griffin’s staff protest that they just can’t - 


seem to explain to juries, in a convincing way, 
how a policy racket operates. 

Wouldn’t words of one syllable do? 

Sometimes judges show as much energy in 
releasing arrested men as the police do in ar- 
resting them. Capt. Wren’s squad captured 48 
men, including 14 former convicts, in one raid. 
Normally they would have been held long enough 
to clear their records, in case any were wanted 
for crimes elsewhere. But Circuit Judge David 
J. Murphy told Capt. Wren that he wanted the 
men released, and would go to court at 2 o’clock 


in the morning to do it if he had to. 


Wasn't that a remarkable and excessive exhibi- 
tion of judicial zeal? 

All the answers, the fuzzy explanations and 
feeble excuses won't do. The questions before 
Judge Murphy and Circuit Attorney Griffin re- 
main. Why is a $4,000,000 lottery business go- 
ing unforbidden? Why are gamblers freed so 
quickly and fined so little? Why aren’t gam- 
bling cases strongly prosecuted? 

And what good will a reformed and strength- 
ened police force do St. Louis, when the prose- 
cution is timid, weak and defeatist?

GREEN LAND OF THE MAORIS, by John Lee Zim- 
merman, (Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 
Frenchmen, Australian bushmen, Ubangi 

natives, Mongolian headhunters, Arabian 
sheiks, Englishmen and Eskimos—name 
any people you will and it is a safe as- 
sumption that American service men met 
them in the late war. And no people they 
were thrown with are remembered with 
more affection than the proud, charming, 
unspoiled Polynesians of New Zealand who 
call themselves the Maoris. 

The word “Maori” means, literally, the 
natural or usual condition of a thing, and 
the Maoris have made a fine art of living 
naturally. Instead of chasing each other 
around in an envious and predatory grab 
for wealth and power, they have the ele- 
mentary good sense to ‘see that life is a 
commodity to be enjoyed while it lasts. 

” - - 

When they feel like singing, they sing. 
When they feel like dancing, they dance. 
When they feel like playing, they play. In 
almost all they do they are free, or almost 
free, of the tabus and inhibitions of West- 
ern society. They took it for granted that 
American service men, being for the most 
part young, were assimilable into their 
civilized society and so took them to heart.

land to recover from recurrent malaria 
contracted in the Solomons. He fished too 
late ohe day in the mountain stream above 
his camp and made his way to a nearby 
cabin to spend the night. The Maori family 
took him in, and he was so delighted with 
their company that he was jealous there- 
after of any time spent with anyone who 
was not a Maori. 

He seems to have met them all, from 
their statesmen like old Sir Apirana Ngata, 
who was the greatest natural orator of the 
New Zealand .Parliament, to the ancient 
crone, who, pointing to the captain’s Maori 
sweetheart, said: 

* ~ . 

“My grandfather (sailor on a New Eng- 
land whaling ship) married a Maori girl 
and lived: here. That was a good idea, 
captain, and I think you ought to do it, too. 
Why don’t you stay and marry her?” 

The captain writes: “I saw the look of 
horror on Te Aroha’s face ... my own 
face was red, and its redness fed the mirth 
of the crowd.” But he did not stay: 

“T sometimes think, as I turn my eyes 
to the past and dream of what they see 
there, that if I were to pick one face... 
that I understand to be Maori, that face 
would be Te Aroha’s. For she was a beau- 
tiful girl without being a pretty one; her 
features were strong and fine, and in them, 
as in the finest of the old wood carvings, 
there ran a hint of primitive strength and 
directness, a beauty that depended for its 
existence upon an inner quality that shone 
like sunlight through stained glass.” 

So Zimmerman left New Zealand, just 
as young Samuel /Butler of “Hrewhon” 
and “Erewhon Revisted” had done, nearly 
a century before. Presumably the white 
man is incorrigible, even when the way of 
redemption is baited with bronze Polyne- 
sian charms. White men without imagina- 
tion. do not want to stay with the Maoris; 
those who have imagination apparently 
have come out to write books to make 
others unhappy at what they have missed.

Whom the Gods Made Mad 


THE PORTABLE BLAKE, edited by Alfred Kazin. (The 

Viking Press, New York.) 

William Blake, the great English poet 
and engraver, secures an increased audi- 
ence every time his work is reprinted. His 
admirers will welcome this latest collection, 
part of the compact Viking Portable Li- 
brary, which by reason of its careful edit- 
ing will attract both the initiate and the 
beginner. 

Mr. Kazin’s excellent introduction eluci- 
dates Blake’s thought about as well in a 
brief space as such puzzling, often para- 
doxical thought can be elucidated. Blake's 
contemporaries regarded him as certainly 
mad, though harmless. Partly this was 
because the ordinary values of the world 
meant so little to him. 

Partly it was because of his visions, 
about which he talked as matter-of-factly 
as a housewife would gossip: “The prophet: 
Isaiah and Ezekiel dined with me... .” 
How Blake appeared to his contemporaries 
is related by the contemporary diarist, 
Henry Crabb Robinson, whose memoirs of 
Blake Mr. Kazin has wisely printed in an 
appendix. To Robinson, a man of the 
world, Blake appeared mad, but decidedly 
a genius. It was the madness only that 
most others saw. 
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The Inward Glance 
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THE WAYWARD BUS, by John Steinbeck. 


(The Viking 
Press, New York.) 


A Diogenes among book reviewers rarely 
holds his lantern to a jacket blurb that 
can stand its glare. Sut John Steinbeck's 
“The:Wayward Bus” is different. Its jacket 
speaks the truth; the author is a man of 
amazing Versatility and freshness of ap- 
proach; the story is of no importance in 
this book; and the author does convey to 
the reader a sense of the reactions of peo- 
ple one to the other. The only question is 
whether or not these pages really consti- 
tute a novel. 

Aristotle’s ancient maxim that all things 
should have a beginning, a middle, and an 
end has long since been disproved by the 
writers of short stories for the Atlantic, 
Harper's and even, of late, Woman’s Day. 
Short stories are now characterized by an 
action which can best be called psychologi- 
cal when, indeed, it is present at all. 

As peeps into someone else's conscious 
ness these stories interest us because, as 
Andre Maurois points out, we Americazs 
dearly love to know whatever we can about 
anybody else's business. 

“The Wayward Bus” is an important ad- 
dition to the book-length example of this 
genre, for Steinbeck is almost always a 
master craftsman. His poetic imagery is 
at its best here: Juan's whiskers are griz- 
zled and white like those of an Airedale; 
his ears stand out from his head like sea 
shells; Pimple’s eyes slant like a wolf's. 

*. * ~ 

Steinbeck uses to good effect that close 
attention to detail that often made one 
think he was editing a script for a movie 
camera when he wrote the close-ups in “Of 
Mice and Men” and “Grapes of Wrath.” In 
“The Wayward Bus,” we know what kind 
of overalls his hero wears, the nature of 
the man’s scars, and the equipment he car- 
ries on his person. We feel the texture of 
the upholstery in the bus; we take an in- . 
ventory of the counters in the aafe. Some- 
times, as we read the details of the life 
cycle of a house fly, we feel that the cam- 
era is so busy shooting close-ups that it 
never has time to take in a whole stage. 

The scene of our book is in Southern 
California at a pojnt where a connecting 
east-west road forms the bar on an elon- 
gated ‘H’ made by two more heavily trav- 
eled north-south highways. Here Juan, our 
hero, operates ea filling station and luneh 
room and runs the bus shuttling passen- 
gers between the two major highways. 

* * * 


When Steinbeck delves into the minds of 
Juan and his other characters, he préves 
how truly J. H. Robinson spoke when he 
once said that only a scant tenth of what 
the average person thinks is fit to come to 
the surface. Eight of the nime people 
spend their day thinking about sex, and 
Steinbeck is careful to explain what makes 
the ninth so exceptional. 

Some may call “The Wayward Bus” a 
moral allegory. More likely Steinbeck has 
attempted to show how all men strive to 
escape from the rut in whichi they find 
themselves. An infinite longing for some 
thing we know not but which we sense 
seizes all of us at one time or another. 

In “The Wayward Bus” nine people al- 
most push themselves out of the stereotypes 
they have become to assume stature as 
characters. They all go down in defeat 
with varying degrees of glory. The chains 
of the status quo hold them too tightly, 
the knives of their own self conscious 
out their guts, and they are 
shells of men and women. Tomorrow will 
be, for them, like yesterday.

Some Budapest econo- 
mists insist that it will cost 
Hungary: .nearly $500,000,000 to 
pay off an obligation supposedly

In the same manner experts 
in Bucharest assert that Ro- 
mania paid the U.S.8S.R. repara- 
tions and services to a real 
value of $875,000,000 between 
August 1944 and May 1, 1946, 
Whatever the exact figures, 
both ex-enemy nations must 
carry a staggering load in repa- 
rations payments for several 
years to come. These costs do 
not include Josses in machinery, 
livestock and other goods re- 
moved as war booty by the 
Russians, which also run into 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

(3) Through trade agreements 
with Hungary and Romania the 
Soviets tied up virtually all of 
these countries’ production for 
years to come. These agree- 
ments prohibit them from re- 
establishing trade with western 
Europe. By barter arrange- 
ments, Russia supplies cotton or 
other materials and buys back 
the finished goods. Hungarians 
and Romanians say they are 
charged excessively high prices 
for the materials — sometimes 
twice as much as world market 
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gian and French owners, respec- 


|tively. The Belgians and French 
are contesting this action under

The Soviet-Romanian commer- 
cial aviation monopoly is called 
TARS. The company controls all 
air “transport in Romania and 
across the Black sea littoral of the 
U.S.S.R, to the Crimea. TARS 
holds a 30-year lease on all exist- 
ing Romanian civil airfiélds, plus 
wide rights to obtain new sites. 
Its Soviet general manager has 
broad powers, said to exceed those 
alloted to the board of directors. 

The Soviet - hyphenated com- 
panies completely monopolize ship- 
ping and commercial aviation in 
Hungary and Romania; the ex- 
tremely important bauxite indus- 
try in Hungary; and virtually 
monopolize timber production and 
motor transport in Romania. 
They control an important part of 
the petroleum industries in both 
countries; of commercial banking 
and insurance in Romania. 

There is nothing socialistic 
about these companies. Hungarian 
and Romanian capitalists often 
describe them as “imperialistic.” 
They insist that neither British 
corporations in India or Burma 
nor Amercan corporations in Mex- 
ico or the Philippines have ever 
exercised a tighter monopolistic 
control than these Soviet-hyphen- 
ated companies now exercise in 
their countries. 

Danubian economists and ob- 
servers regard Soviet economic 
policies in Hungary and Romania 
as dominated chiefly by the aim 
/“to get the most possible goods 
and material out of these coun- 
tries at the fastest possible speed.” 

Precisely the same idea unques- 
tionably motivated the Russians’ 
Rigantic and hurried withdrawals 
of “war booty” from the eastern 
ex-enemy nations. One economist 
in Budapest remarked: “The Ger- 
‘mans had an interest in any 
\plant’s long-term efficiency. But 
‘the Russians don't care about 
that.” 
_ Why don’t the Russians seem to 
care? After several months along 
the Danube this would be my esti- 
mate. Both the urgency and na- 
ture of Soviet economic penetra- 
tion very strongly indicate that 
Russia badly needs everything she 
can get out of Hungary and Ro- 
‘mania that will aid and speed up 
Soviet postwar reconstruction at 
home. Otherwise, why the com- 
plete shelving of the Marxist sys- 
tem and Communist economics in 
these satellite states? But more

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Equal Rights 
For Women Aim 
Of U.N. Group 


Commission to Con- 
vene to Seek Further 
Progress on World- 
Wide Basis.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., 
Feb. 8 (AP). 


ITH a notable victory in 

women’s rights already 

achieved in the United Na- 
tions, the U.N. Commission on the 
status of women will convene here 
Monday to seek further progress 
in obtaining equal rights for 
women all over the world, Its 
membership of 15 countries is rep- 
resented entirely by women dele- 
gates who are stars in many 
fields. 

The history - making victory 
came last fall when the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly approved a resolu- 
tion recommending that all mem- 
ber states who have not done so 
give women the same political 
rights as men. It marked the 
first time that a world parliament 
of soverign states supported the 
principle of votes for women. 
From that point it is up to the 
individual U.N. governments to 
make a reality of the principle 
expressed in the resolution. 


Spur to Efforts. 


The effort to raise the status 
of women on a world-wide scale 
is spurred, not only by concern 
for the women themselves, but 
also by this belief: 

Women form half the popula- 
tion of the world and share with 
men a responsibiilty for trying to 
make a better place of it. More- 
over, their help is needed in a 
task so difficult and complex. But 
women cannot put their full and 
best efforts to the job if they are 
hampered by lack of political, 
civil, social and economic rights. 
Hence the effort to “free” women 
so that their minds, hands, en- 
ergy and power may be mobilized 
behind an implacable drive for 
peace. 

The commission's job is to ad- 
vise the U.N. Economic and Social 
Council on how to promote wom- 
en’s rights in political, economic, 
social and educational fields 
everywhere. The job is colossal, 
for, while millions of women now 
énjoy many of these rights, in- 
cluding the right to vote, millions 
of others (like millions of men) 
cannot even read and write and 
many live secluded and restricted 
lives. : 

Tasks for Session. 


Among the commission’s tasks 
this session will be studying how 
to make effective the resolutions 
on women’s political rights passed 
last fall by the General Assembly. 
About 20 per cent of the United 
Nations still do not give women 
equal political rights. 

The commission's second big job 
is to survey the first two parts of 
a report drafted by an earlier 
sub-commission outlining the most 
ambitious women’s rights ever 
evolved. The commission will have 


to decide whether to follow the 
plan outlined or make changes. 


The women’s rights program as 
originally outlined calls for equal 
rights to vote; hold public office; 
work; acquire, hold, administer 
and inherit property as well as 
freedom of choice in choosing the 
marriage partner, privilege of re- 
taining native citizenship after 
marriage, equal right to breach 
the marriage and to have fuardi- 
anship of children, equal opportu- 
nity for compulsory, free and full 
education, and the right to enjoy 
scientific discoveries applied to 
human growth and development 


(including washing machines and 
other labor-saving devices.) 


According to the report, realiza- 
tion of the program might be fur- 
thered by a world-wide survey of 
laws pertaining to the status of 
women, polls to sound public 
opinion, a forum to hear the view 
of consultative agents, the calling 
of a United Nations women’s con- 
ference, international exchange of 
all kinds of manual and intellec- 
tual workers, the systematized 
collection of records on women’s 
affairs and the creation of world- 
wide public opinion in support of 
women’s rights. 
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Messersmith Loser--U.S. Holds 


To Firm Policy on Argentina 
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facts are known. 


The Argentine government has 
given this country partial satisfac- 
tion by taking the desired punitive 
steps against 60 additional busi- 
ness firms which served the Axis 
in wartime. And Ambassador 
George Messersmith has returned 
to Buenos Aires with the smug ex- 
pression of a cat which has suc- 
cessfully swallowed an = unusally 
appetizing canary. From these 
two facts, it is generally deduced 
that all will be plain sailing from 
here on, with Messersmith still at 
the Embassy helm. 

The truth is, however, that Am- 
bassador Messersmith has a knack 
of looking like a cat that has 
swallowed a canary under almost 
any circumstances, however ad- 
verse, In the present instance, he 
managed to do so after an almost 
uninterrupted series of dressings- 
down, administered to him suc- 
cessively by Assistant Secretary 
of State Spruille Braden, Under 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson, 
Secretary of States James F. 
Byrnes, President Truman and 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall. It is already something, in 
any diplomat, to be able to con- 
tinue to look smug after so many 
thunders have played about his 
head. 

Under-Cutting Forbidden. 

All the dressers-down sought to 
hammer home a simple point, the 
Administration will stand for no 
further under-cutting of State De- 
partment policy by the Ambassa- 
dor at Buenos Aires. On this 
clear understanding, Messersmith 
returned to his post. 

What is more important, there 
are a good many indications that 
Messersmith may not be left at 
Buenos Aires for more than two, 
three of four months, depending 
on how long it takes to finda 
suitable successor. The authori- 
tjes, from President Truman down, 
are reported to be fairly unani- 
mous in feeling that an ambassa- 
dor cannot be permitted to op- 
pose official policy with apparent 
impunity, even after he _ has 
learned to sing a new tune. Most 
important of all, even if Messer- 
smith stays on in Buenos Aires, 
he will only do so under the strict- 
est injunctions to carry out the 
policy of the State Department 
rather than his own peculiar, pro- 
Peron version. 

Specifically, he has been stern- 
ly commanded to go back to 
Peron, and to inform the Ar- 
gentine dictator that this coun- 
try’s position has not altered. 
We still want the Argentineans 
to purge out the Axis agents and 
business firms, as we always have. 
In addition to the Axis-dominatea 
business firms previously dealt 
with and the 60 on the recent 
Argentine list, there are from 60 
to 70 with whick accounts have 
yet to be settled.

Extreme Line Modified, 


Two things must be said con- 
cerning these instructions to Mes- 
sersmith: First, they represent a 
modification of the extreme line 
originally taken by Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Braden with re- 
gard to the Axis firms and agents.

U. S. Prestige at Stake. 


There are other uncertain fac- 
tors in the situation, such as the 
future of Assistant Secretary Bra- 
den, whose letter of formal resig- 
nation has received no final an- 
swer. Fundamentally, however, 
the realistic position is now pretty 
plain. 

On the one hand, we have en- 
gaged our prestige by making a 
great issue of Argentina’s failure 
to punish Axis firms, nationals 
and agents. Because we have en- 
gaged our prestige, we must obtain 
satisfaction. But this is not the 
really big issue. The really big 
issue is the emergence of a na- 
tive’ Argentine fascism, rather 
than the survival in the Argentine 
of remnants of a defeated foreign 
fascism, 

Braden was perhaps wrong in 
making so much of the subsidiary 
issue. Messersmith has certainly 
been wrong, not only in opposing 
official policy, but also in seeking 
to palliate the fascist tendencies 
of the Peron administration. Now 
that the situation is clarified, per- 
haps we can go to work to solve 


the fundamental problem, by broad 
economic and other measures. 


LASKI SAYS AMERICAN LOAN 
TO RUSSIA WOULD AID U.S. 


WOKING, England, Feb. 8 
(AP)—Prof. Harold Laski, formér 
eexcutive chairman of the British 
Labor party, said last night he 
advocated an American loan to 


Russia to aid the economy of the 
United States and to promote bet- 
or Russian-American understand- 
ng. 
“If I wanted to convince Rus- 
sia of the need and desire for 
peace,” Laski told a Labor party 
meeting, “I would ease the next 
20 years in Russia by a great loan 
to her for the purpose of recon- 
struction. , 

“It would prevent unemploy- 
ment and a depression in America 
and would make for understand- 


ing between the. two countries.” 


SERIOUS DEFECTS FOUND 
IN NEW BRITISH AIRLINER 


LONDON, Feb. 8 (UP)—British 
plans to capture part of the 
trans-Atlantic passenger’ traffic 
with British-built planes were 
postponed today because tests dis- 
closed serious defects in the four- 
engined Tudor airliner Elizabeth 
of England. 

The Ministry of Supply reported 
that the plane suffered from tail 
buffeting at certain speeds caused 
by the impact of air from the 
wings. It had lower fuel mileage 
than estimated and a tendency to 
swing on the takeoff. 

Minister of Supply John Wilmot 
could nof estimate how long it 
would take to correct defects, The 
plane, recently christened by 
Princess Elizabeth, was to have 
entered the London-Montreal run 
next month, 


‘New Mafia 
Fights Sicily 
Land Reform 


Island’s Rebuilt Secret 
‘Society Is Also an 
Anti- Communist 
Force.

ICILY’S legendary secret s0- 
§ ciety, the Mafia, is reorganiz- 

ing in the island’s bitter, last- 
ditch struggle over land reform, 

Sicilian Communists—leaders in 
the movement to break up the 
great estates—charge that “Mafia 
assassins” were responsible for the 
deaths of seven labor leaders in 
three months, “in a campaign of 
murder to prevent land reform,” 

The police, frequently accused in 
the Communist press of protecting 
the Mafia, say that one of the 
three persons they arrested for the 
latest murder was a local Mafia 
leader. 

“La Mafia” is not an easy sub- 
ject of conversation. Time is re- 
quired for the stranger to build 
up enough: confidence in the 
initiated for a frank talk. 

Those connected with the society 
say it now is known in Sicily as 
“La Nuova Mafia” — “The New 
Mafia”—and that it has been built 
anew out of the centuries-old or- 
ganization which Benito Mussolini 
all but uprooted as a counter force 
to his Fascist rule. 

Had Growth in the U.S. 

“La Mafia” had a foreign growth 
in the United States during the 
hijacking era of bootlegging, 
which occurred at the same time 
Mussolini made the island too hot 
for many Mafia strong-arm men. 
Some of these, people on the in- 
side say, have come back to the 
island to settle down as men of 
substance and opponents of land 
reform, 

Insiders say that many of the 
New Mafia men are advocates of 
Sicilian separation from Italy, be- 
cause they believe that an inde- 
pendent or autonomous Sicily 
could be ruled completely by the 
New Mafia. 


The New Mafia, said a lawyer 
who admitted that he was once a 
Mafia man, and who frequently 
defends Mafia members in court, 
does not have affiliations . with 
any Italian party, but is anti- 
Communist and anti-land reform. 
Others agreed with the lawyer’s 
analysis. They say that Mafia men 
have been elected to the national 
Constituent Assembly in Rome by 
placing themselves on the tickets 
of parties for which they have no 
particular affection, in order to 
extend their influence. They say 
that an outstanding candidate for 
over-all Mafia leadership is today 
a deputy in the Constituent As- 
sembly. 

Informed Sicilians say that to- 
day the New Mafia’s tentacles ex- 
tend into the police force and 
among provincial and municipal 
authorities, as well as into polit- 
ical parties. 

Dispute Over Land Law. 

The land reform law introduced 
last year by the Christian Demo- 
cratic party Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Antonio Segni, brought to a 
boiling point long simmering dis- 
content between Sicily’s landlords 
and the landless or almost land- 
less “land workers.” 

Very soon, resistance centered 
in the Mafia against the leftiat 
“Camera del Lavoro”’—Chamber of 
Labor. 

The Segni law entitled peasant 
co-operatives to take over land 
considered “badly cultivated” in 
the opinion of a four-man com- 
mittee comprising representatives 
of the landlords, the Chamber of 
Labor and the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, with a local magistrate as 
chairman.

TWO JET-POWERED 


BUILT FOR ARMY 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 8 (AP) 
—Northrop Aircraft, Inc., is build- 
ing for the Army two jet-powered 
versions of its famous Flying 
Wing bomber that are scheduled 
to be test-flown here about mid- 
summer, a company spokesman 
said today. 

The two jet planes are part of 
15 Flying Wing planes being built 
for the Army Avr Forces. The 
remainder will be conventionally 
powered, | 

The. great planes, with 172-foot | 
wing span and weighing rgore 
than 200,000 pounds gross, will be 
driven b¥ eight jets developing 
an aggregate of 32,000 horsepower. 
The planes will have the same 
general appearance as the present 
Flying Wing, the B-35, except for 
the substitution of jet engines for 
the conventional type. The B-35 
employs four 3000 horsepower en- 
gines and is known as one of the 
longest-range aircraft in the 
world. 

The big jet wings of the new 
plane, seven feet thick at the cen- 
ter, will previde comfortable crew 
quarters for 13 men. 

Northrop made no mention of 
the estimated speed of the new 
craft, but did say that it will not 
be as long-range as the B-35,

Magic Number Sequences Give Science a New Clue to 
The Mystery of Matter.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP). 


ALF a century ago the number eight became the magic symbol 
that led to discovery of atoms. 


Today another number, 42, and 
symbols of impending discoveries 


about a marvelous texture of matter, and even of space. 


The number eight was the result 
of the care with which chemists 
weighed their elements for com- 
pounding. One striking thing 
puzzled them. The weights of 
the different elements apparently 
went up according to a uniform 
scale. But there were then no 
known units of mass small 
enough to account for this. 


Actually these weights, as 
learned later, were the atomic 
units themselves, hydrogen weigh- 
ing one, oxygen 16, and uranium 
that explodes weighing 235, all 
made of exactly the same units. 


The number eight gave the final 
clue. Each time that eight units 
were added to the weight of a 
chemical element, there was a 
repetition in the quality known as 
valence. The Russian, Gregor 
Mendeleff, discovered this rhythm 
of eight in 1889. Eight applied to 
many although not all chemical 
elements. 


The new magic numbers, like- 
wise, appear to be mysterious 
measures of weights or masses. 
They point to possible existence 
of heretofore unrecognized very 
small parts that are put together 
by nature to form atoms, 

These supposed parts are many 
thousands of times smaller than 
the atomic units. For example, 16 
atomic units make one atom of 
oxygen. But it would take about 
82,000 of the proposed new units 
to make one oxygen atom. 

This new idea, and the masses 
and calculations to support it, 
are published in the proceedings 
of the National Academy of 
Sciences, blue book of American 
science. The author is Enos E. 
Witmer, of the Randal Morgan 
Laboratory of Physics, University 
of Pennsylvania. 

The new units would be far 
lighter in weight than electrons, 
protons or neutrons, the known 


building blocks of all atoms. Dr. 
Witmer suggests that they may be 
the elementary units, and suggests 
how they may be put together in 
shells in atoms, 

The number seven recurs 80 
often in Dr. Witmer’s figures that 
this may mean the little units 
frequently come in packets of 
seven, 

The number 42 appears in meas- 
uring the magnetic forces of 
atoms and seems to denote the 
same kind of units. This suggests 
that the mysterious units may be 
simply little packets of energy. 
It follows, then, that space and 
time have textures, which may be 
formed of these mysterious units 
that come in packets of 42, 

Food Losses. 

The Ohio State University Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station re- 
ports that about one-third of the 
nation’s food productionis wasted 
in handling and never reaches the 
consumer. Lettuce losses are 29 
pounds in each 100 shipped. Car- 
rots, cauliflower, celery, sweet 
corn and tomato losses are more 
than 17 per cent. When these 
foods are pre-packaged, the losses 
are reduced to less than 2 per 
cent. Pre-packaging is the process 
of partially preparing perishable 
foods by trimming and washing 
and placing the products in self- 
service packages. . 


Bat’s Sound Box. 

The apparatus in a bat’s sound 
box that he uses to keep from fly- 
ing into obstacles has been identi- 
fied by Dr. Donald R. Griffin of 
Cornell University. The bat steers 
himself by the echoes of these 
sounds, that are inaudible to 
human ears. Dr. Griffin reported 
to the American Society of Zoolog- 
ists that the supersounds come 
from drum-like pockets in the 
larynx.

Upsets of War

Large Colony in 
‘Land of Kings.’

CAIRO, Feb. 8 (AP). 
GYPT, land of kings for more 
than 4000 years, has become 
the refuge of many royal and 


the Middle East. 


During the war, following the 
German invasion of their domin- 
ions, both King George of Greece 
and King Peter of Yugoslavia 
found temporary refuge as guests 
of King Farouk in Egypt. 


First royalty to seek a postwar 
haven in Egypt were Albanian ex- 
King Zog, ex-Queen Geraldine, 
and their 77-year-old son, Iskandar. 
They arrived at Port Said a year 
ago and took a villa in suburban 
Cairo, where Zog, who recently 
celebrated his fifty-first birthday, 
is writing his memoirs. 

Exile is no new experience for 
this former tribal chiéftain, who 
after World War I became repub- 
lican president and then king of 
the newly created, predominantly 
Moslem state of Albania, When 
Italian troops invaded Albania in 
March 1938, he had to flee, to 
Greece, then Britain. Recent dec- 
laration of Albania as a republic 
by Gen. Enver Hoxha’s Soviet- 
sponsored Democratic Front is re- 
ported to have drawn from Zog 
the statement: 

“T have always been Albania’s 
first republican.” 

Modern Egypt itself is the 
handiwork of another Albanian 
adventurer, the soldier-statesman 
Mohammed Ali, founder of the 
present Egyptian dynasty. 

Italian Royalty. 

The coming of ex-King Vittorio 
Emanuele III and Queen Elena of 
Italy to Alexandria aboard an 
Italian cruiser early in May 1946, 
proved the prelude to the fall of 
the ancient House of Savoy under 
which Italy had achieved unifica- 
tion in 1870, 

The little 76-year-old ex-king of 
Italy, who sought to save the tot- 
tering dynasty by abdicating in 
favor of his son Umberto, was no 
newcomer to Egypt. In 1933 he 
had been a guest of the late King 
Fuad, whose own youth had been 
spent in Italy. Now, however, he 
is an exile, in the very country 
his Italian troops had tried to con- 
quer before the Axis defeat at El 
Alamein. 

As sojourners in this sunny and 
hospitable Nile kingdom, the for- 
mer royal family assumed the 
titles of Count and Countess Pol- 
lenzo, They took up permanent 
residence in a villa in Alexandria, 
where in October they quietly 
celebrated their golden wedding 
anniversary. Like ex-King Zog, 
Count Pollenzo is busy writing his 
memoirs. 


Refuge for Mufti. 


The news early in June 1946 
that the exiled Mufti of Jerusa- 
lem had slipped out of France and 
could be expected in the Middle 
East electrified the Arab world, 
which was trying to stop Jewish 
immigration into British-governed 
Palestine, For the 53-year-old Haj 
Amin El Husseini was a leader of 
the Palestine Arabs, who had, 
with Arab League support, been 
pressing for his return. Suspense, 
intensified by reports that a Brit- 
ish destroyer was scouring the 
eastern Mediterranean in quest of 
the Mufti, was ended by the an- 
nouncement that Palestine’s Mos- 
lem leader had _. been 
sanctuary by King Farouk follow- 
ing his arrival by air. 

Since 1922, when he became 
president of the Supreme Moslem 
Council, this flaming nationalist 
with the mildest of manners has 
been a driving force behind the 
Palestine Arab struggle for inde- 
pendence and an end to Jewish 
immigration. He now lives in a 
guarded villa in suburban Cairo. 


Another Arab refugee in Egypt 
is Sayed Mohammed Idriss El 
Senussi, former leader of the 
puritan Moslem Senussi Arabs, 
whose land of Libya was colon- 
ized by Benito Mussolini’s Fas- 
cists. The Senussi tribesmen stub- 
bornly resisted the Italian occupa- 
tion, and in World War II helped 
Allied forces to drive the Italians 
and Germans out of North Africa. 
Today, backed by the Arab 
League, the Libyans are clamor- 
ing for freedom. 


Bulg: ians, Too. 


Studying at an English school 
in Alexandria is nine-year-old ex- 
King Simeon of Bulgaria. He ar- 
rived at the end of September, 
following declaration of a People’s 
Republic in his Soviet-occupied 
country. His mother, ex-Queen 
Ioannou (formerly Princess Gio- 
vanna of Italy) and his sister, 
Princess Marie Louise, accom- 
panied him to Egypt. 

The boy king ascended the Bul- 
garian throne following the mys- 
terious death of his father, King 
Boris III, after a visit to Adolf 
Hitler, during World War II. 
When peace swept the Commu- 
nist-dominated Fatherland Front 
into power, King Simeon had to 
pack for exile, 

Good-looking 34-year-old Arch- 
duke Otto of Hapsburg, pretender 
to the Austro-Hungarian thrones, 
reached Cairo by air in Novem- 
ber 1946, coming from France. He 
has been the guest of Princess 
Cheviakar and her husband, I- 
hami Hussein Pasha, and has 
hunted with King Farouk at Tel 
El Kebir. 

The former ruling house of 
Austria-Hungary toppled at the 
end of World War I, and the 
Hapsburgs moved to a castle in 
Belgium where they remained 
until World War IJ. Otto then 
visited the United States, return- 
ing to France after the liberation. 

Today there are reportedly still 
legitimists both in Austria and 
Hungary who would welcome 
back the Hapsburgs. And Catholic 
Prince Otto, who is expected to 
return to France shortly, has been 
trained for kingship by his ener- 
getic mother, ex-Empress Zita.

ARMONIOUS industrial 
relations require an atti- 
tude of reasonableness 
among management and labor, and 
the best machinery for encourag- 
ing this is compulsory mediation, 
in distinction to proposals for 
compulsory arbitration.” 

This view is held by Walter T. 
Margetts Jr., who has had a long 
test in the crucible of labor- 
management relations, first as a 
corporation lawyer, then as an 
industry member of the National 
War Labor Board, and _ subse- 
quently as chairman of the New 
Jersey State Board of Mediation. 
He expounded it to the _ Post- 
Dispatch while passing through 
St. Louis last week on private 
business. 

The difference between media- 
tion and arbitration is more than 
nominal. In the former, the man 
in the middle — the mediator — 
may only make recommendations. 
His suggestions do not have the 
force of law, but he is in a posi-

‘Starts Against 


Heart Disease 
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‘Association Spon-| 
| sors Campaign 
Joined by Health, 
| Civic Groups.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP). 
EALTH and civic groups are 

H cating on the public to join 
in a nationwide campaign 

against America’s “Number One 
killer.” The killer is heart dis- 
ease which, with blood vessel dis- 
eases connected with it, is re 
sponsible for one out of every 
three deaths In the country. 

The American Heart Associa- 
tion, which is sponsoring “Nation- 
al Heart Week” from Feb. 9 to 15, 
calls heart disease “America’s first 
public health problem,” and says 
the fight against it can be won 
only if it is attacked “right where 
it lives—in the individual and in 
his community.” 

The association is made up of 
heart doctors, nurses, social work- 
ers and laymen interested in the 
problem and draws support for 
phases of its program from the 
American Medical Association and 
other health groups, 

3,700,000 U. 8S. Victims. 

It says that today more than 
3,700,000 Americans are victims of 
heart disease alone, Arterioscler 
osis and high blood pressure (also 
called hypertension) claim another 
3,700,000. Together, it says, these 
diseases cause more cases of 
chronic illness than any other 
single disease. 


Furthermore, while close to 325,- 
000 Americans died in battle in 
World War II, in the same period 
2,000,000 men, women and chil- 
dren on the home front were killed 
by heart or blood vessel diseases. 

Dr. David H. Rutstein, medical 
director of the association, says 


that intelligent mediation, aided by 
pressure of public opinion, would 
promote just settlements of pend- 
ing. disputes. But he makes one ex- 
ception. That is in disputes 
which threaten the public health, 
welfare or safety. 

In these industries, which he 
would specify by name, Margetts 
would empower the Government 
to seize them if a strike or lock- 
out were threatened. This is the 
policy practiced in New Jersey. 
The services of the Mediation 
Board are available at their so- 
licitation to all industries and 
unions in the state, but they be- 
come compulsory when labor and 
management in the public utili- 
ties’ industries cannot settle their 
own problems within a given time 
limit. 

Allowance for Frailties. 

Industrial relations, Margetts 
contends, like the relations among 
human beings, must be conducted 
with flexibility and allowances 
for frailties. He opposes com- 
pulsory arbitration, he said, be- 
cause labor and management can- 
not be forced to live together 
amicably. His preference is for 
some method which attacks prob- 
lems in industrial relations with 
emphasis on guidance instead of 
“a big stick.” He is especially par- 
tial to the program of the New 
Jersey Mediation Board described 
in a recent series of articles in 
the Post-Dispatch. 


Expressing his own personal 
philosophy of industrial relations, 
however, Margetts maintained 
that. labor-management. problems 
are most manageable at the state 


unions’ treasuries. With knowl- 
edge of a union’s finances, he 
thinks public opinion might help 
to stop this practice. 

Margetts was emphatic in his 
opposition to compulsory arbitra- 
tion in contract negotiation. He 
rejects this concept as “synon- 
ymous with involuntary servitude 
which is unconstitutional.” He 
did, however, espouse compulsory 
arbitration of disputes emerging 
from differences over interpreta- 
tion of provisions in contracts al- 
ready concluded, Not infrequent- 
ly, he pointed out, two parties will 
hold different views on the mean- 
ing of a certain proviso and it 
necessitates a third and detached 
opinion for resolution of 
issue. 

As for compulsory arbitration 
in contract negotiation, he sees in 
it a tendency toward complete 
Government control of the econ- 
omy, with fixing of wages, and 
setting of prices and profits. He 
fears further that it might elim- 
inate competition for labor and 
markets,

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Colorado Irrigation Project's Cost 


Estimated at 44 


Million in 1937, 


Is Trebled: Now Put at 128 Million 


Farmers’ Union Head Challenges Need of 
Many Changes in Big Thompson Diver- 
sion, Intended to Water 615,000 Acres 
and Produce Cheap Electric Power.

DENVER, Colo., Feb. 8. 


HE Colorado-Big Thompson diversion, one of the nation’s most 
espectacular reclamation works, which Congress was told in 1937 
could be built for $44,000,000, now is estimated to cost $128,000,000. 


Begun in 1938 and delayed by the war, it is not expected to be com- 
pleted for at least nine years more, but in the meantime some lively 
questions have been raised about it. 


Primary purpose of the plan, 
which will take Colorado river 
water through a 13-mile tunnel 
beneath the most rugged section 
of the Continental Divide, is to 
supplement the existing supply 
for irrigation of a relatively lim- 
ited farming area _ stretched 
across the northeastern Colorado 
Plains. 

A specially created loca) district 
contracted in 1938 to pay half the 
cost of the project-—but not more 
than $25,000,000 —- for the irriga- 
tion service. Last summer the 
district directors flatly rejected a 
cautiously broached proposal by 
the Interior Department’s Bureau 
of Reclamation for the farmers 
and other property owners to pay 
gome of the cost increase. 


Problem of Power Rates. 

Sale of electric power from the 
project has been counted on to 
reimburse the Government for 
that part of the project not paid 
for by the irrigation interests. As 
the cost has soared, the biggest 
question has become what the cur- 
rent would have to sell for to 
recoup the power investment, or, 
conversely, what a practical pow- 
er sale price would be and how 
much that would leave the Gov- 
ernment in the hole. The situa- 
tion is regarded as a blow to the 
cause of public power, by advo- 
cates of that cause. 

The likely customer for the bulk 
of the power production has been 
considered to be the Public Serv- 
ice Co: of Colorado, an independent 
utility, largest in the state. How- 
ever, the Denver Chamber of Com- 
merce, in a current campaign for 
a new franchise for the Public 
Service Co., has declared that, un- 
der present federal law, the cost 
of Big Thompson power will ex- 
ceed the private utility’s produc- 
tion cost. It concluded, therefore, 
that the federal project played no 


part in the franchise question. 

The 1937 report to Congress was 
set up on the basis of selling firm, 
or steady, power at 5 mills per 
kilowatt hour and dump power at 
18 mills. In a recent statement 
offering an explanation of the con- 
struction cost increase, E. B. Deb- 
ler, regional director of the Re- 
clamation Bureau at Denver, as- 
serted that the 1937 report “con- 
templated the sale of power large- 
ly to the Public Service Co., and 
at the production cost at plants of 
the company.” 

He also remarked that the bur- 
eau's distribution system “enables 
power to be marketed to a multi- 
tude of small users who cannot 
produce at costs anywhere near as 
low as the production costs of the 
Public Service Co.” Such .con- 
sumers, he maintained, could save 
at lease $600,000 annually by using 
Big Thompson power at what he 
called “equitable rates.” 


5-Mill Rate Out. 

Debler will not speculate on what 
the rates may have to be. The 
Rocky Mountain News has esti- 
mated the rate at 5% to 6% mills 
per kilowatt hour for firm power. 
There is general belief among per- 
sons of various shades of opinion 
here that the 5-mill rate originally 
contemplated is “out,” and that it 
will be hard for the federal hydro- 
electric project to compete with 
the steam plant production of tHe 
private utility. 

Interior Department offices at 
Washington are working now, 
Debler told the correspondent, on 
the question of what part of the 
total investment should be charged 
to power and what the power rates 
should be, 

Defending the situation, Debler 
declared the law did not require 
the power rate to include provi- 
sion for retirement of the capital 
investment for power, but only in- 


terest on this investment at 8 per 
cent. However, the 1937 official 
report clearly contemplated the 
repayment of the entire invest- 
ment by the irrigation and power 
operations, and this has been the 
genera] understanding in Colorado. 
If the project does not thus pay 
for itself, the surplus cost must be 
borne by the nation at large. Deb- 
ler conceded there is provision for 
the power rate to include anything 
the Secretary of the Interior de- 
sires to figure in, but he added 
that departmental policy was to 
hold charges down so as to en- 
courage wide use of electricity. 


Secret Meeting About Funds, 

When Debler talked with the 
Northern Colorado Water Conserv- 
ancy District directors at Greeley, 
Colo., last August about putting 
up more money for the project, 
the gathering agreed to say 
nothing about the discussion. The 
directors had most of the 310,000 
acre-feet of water to be provided 
annually for supplemental irriga- 
tion largely allocated to farmers 
under fixed-price contracts at $1.50 
per gcre-foot, and they could not 
imagine the farmers giving in to a 
higher price. 

Under a unique arrangement, the 
district, spread out for about 160 
Miles over seven counties, will 
meet a large fraction of the irri- 
gation water cost by an ad valorem 
tax on all property, including the 
large and smal] towns in the dis- 
trict, on the theory that every- 
body benefits. 

News of the meeting leaked 
out and was published in the 
Denver Post, to the discomfiture 
of the bureau. Debler was said 
to have told newspaper men at 
the time that the discussion was 
of executive nature because it 
“wasn't of public concern.” 

The 1937 report gave estimated 
cost of the project as $43,749,322. 
The bureau’s explanation now is 
that this was based on limited pre- 
liminary investigations. 

Late in 1945 the irrigation dis- 
trict remained under the impres- 
sion the cost would not exceed 
$50,000,000, but in February 1946 
the bureau told Congress it had 
gone up to $96,321,370. The Den- 
ver Post said Debler told the di- 
rectors at the conference last 
August that the figure had risen 
to about $110,000,000. 

Farm Union Inquiry on Cost. 

Then James G. Patton of Den- 
ver, president of the National 
Farmers’ Union and one of the 
leading advocates of a Missouri 
Valley Authority, began needling 
the Interior Department about 
the cost increase. Patton wrote 
to Under Secretary Oscar Chap- 
man Oct. 26 and then to Secretary 
Krug Nov. 6, but, he said, there 
was no answer. Reclamation Com- 
missioner Michael W. Straus was 
quoted as telling Denver reporters 
Nov. 12 that Patton and the 
Farmers’ Union — which’ has 
nearly hal? of its Colorado mem- 
bership of 7800 farm families in 
the irrigation district—were not 
parties to the project and hence 
he saw no need to comment. How- 
ever, he indicated concern that 


the criticism might keep Con- 
gress from continuing appropria- 
tions for the project. 

Patton, in his letter to Krug, 
said his information about the 
project came from competent en- 
gineers, He added: “I am con- 
vinced that, either because of 
complete incompetence or delib- 
erate sabotage, the Big Thomp- 
son project is being altered so 
as to make it a colossal eco- 
nomic failure which vested inter- 
ests can cite as a horrible exam- 
ple of public development. The 
Farmers’ Union considers a thor- 
ough restudy of the project by 
competent engineers an absolute 
must to restore public confidence 
in the Bureau of Reclamation.” 


Ten changes from the original 
plan were listed by Pattonsin t 
communication to Krug, wit 
critical remarks and the assertion 
that most of them had greatly 
increased the cost. : 

Debler’s report to the irrigation | 
district directors, dated Jan. 9, ap- 
peared to be a form of answer to 
Patton, although Debler denies 
there is a controversy. The report 
listed 14 major items, shown to 
have been estimated at $43,430,372 
in 1937 and now figured by the 
bureau at $126,981,420—an aggre- 
gate increase of $83,551,048. 

It made lengthy explanations of 
the increase, which boiled down to 
the following asserted factors: In- 
creased cost of materials and 
labor; certain work which proved 
to be more costly than anticipat- 
ed; changes in the power system 
to increase the supply of firm 
power; various changes for engi- 
neering reasons. 

Questions Need of Changes. 

Patton and other critics, grant- 
ing that labor and material costs 
have gone up, have challenged the 
necessity of the changes and addi- 
tions to the original plan, Deb- 
ler, giving the current cost esti- 
mate as $128,110,120, told the dis- 
trict that the basic concept and 
plan remained unchanged. He 
said construction costs were 
double those of prewar days, but 
he declined, when asked by the 
correspondent, to estimate how 
much of the cost rise was due to 
this factor and how much was due 
to changes, 

He miade the point in the report 
that the supplemental irrigation 
was estimated in 1937 to add seven 
million dollars a year to the valtie 
of crops, but that the addition, at 
present-day price levels, would be 
worth twenty million dollars. How- 
ever, he did not discuss the long- 
range prospect as to added crop 
value. He pointed out thdt the 
changes in power system design 
were expected to result in a net 
increase of $1,110,000 a year in 
power revenue over the 1937 esti- 
mate. This figure was on the 
basis of the 1937 rate prediction. 
In conclusion, he called attention 
to the intangible recreational 
values of the water reservoirs 
being created in the mountains

615,000 Acres to Benefit. 

A maximum of 615,000 acres of 
land will benefit from the added 
irrigation, but perhaps only about 
half of that area will obtain al- 
locations of this water in the Big 
Thompson, South Platte and con- 
nected basins. Sugar beets are 
the principal crop; potatoes and 
vegetables also are grown and 
there is lamb and cattle feeding. 
A temporary arrangement will go 
into service next summer to sup- 
ply about 50,000 acre-feet of water 


a year by way of the Big Thomp- 


son channel. The eventual water 
system will not go down the Big 
Thompson canyon, familiar to 
thousands of tourists, but over the 
“Rattlesnake’’ route to the south. 
The most striking feature of the 
project, the 13-mile Alva B. Adams 
tunnel beneath the towering and 
snow-clad Front Range of the 
Rockies, was completed last year. 
Its elevation slopes from 8368 fcct 
to 8259 feet, but is about 4000 feet 
below the top of the range. The 
tunnel, part of the work on which 
was done by Stiers Bros. Construc- 
tion Co. of St. Louis, crosses the 
north flank of Long’s Peak. It 
runs from Grand Lake to a point 
on Wind river near Estes Park. 
Green Mountain dam, to im- 
pound water for protection of the 
needs of the western slope, and a 
power plant there have been in 
service nearly four years. Shadow 
Mountain Dam, to create an ex- 
tension of Grand Lake, was fin- 


ished lately. Granby reservoir, to 
catch the Colorado river water for 
pumping up to Shadow Mountain 
Lake, was started in 1942 and de- 
layed by the war. Granby dam, 
however, was among the jobs 
started last year. There are to be 
six power plants in the eastern 
foothills. 

This. is the biggest water di- 
vision ever built under such high 
mountains, but the Bureau of 
Reclamation is working on pre- 
liminary proposals for two still 
larger ones in Colorado and also 
is looking into the possibility of 
one or two trans-divide diversions 
in Wyoming.

SCHOOL TAX, BONDS 


Pledges of Support An- 
nounced By Citizens’ 
Committee. 


Support of 57 business, profes- 
sional, labor and civic leaders for 
the proposed school tax increase 
and bond issue has been pledged, 
Joseph A. McClain Jr., chairman 
of the Citizens’ School Tax and 
Boni Issue Committee, announced 
yesterday. The proposals will be 
voted on at the March 7 primary 
election. 

“This early support is most 
heartening,” McClain said, “for 
these measures which are de- 
signed to protect St. Louis’s most 
solid and promising investment, 
its children. 

“The citizens of St. Louls must 
understand the vital need for the 
success of these measures.” 

Three proposals will come be- 
fore the voters, and each must ob- 
tain a two-thirds majority for 
passage. The first calls for an in- 
crease of 25 cents for each $100 
of property valuation to meet an 
estimated $2,000,000 deficit brought 
about by generally higher costs 
and salary increases granted 
teachers and other school em- 


| ployes. 


The second proposition is a $10,- 
000,000 bond issue for construc- 


tion of new school buildings, and 
the third is an additional 10-cent 
increase in the tax rate to finance 
a long-range building program. 
The present tax rate is 89 cents. 

“The 25-cent increase is a plan 
‘must’ if our schools are to main- 
tain their present level of oper- 
ation,” McClain said. “Failure of 
the measure can only result in 
harmful retrenchment either in 
personnel or salaries. Passage of 
the other two propositions is de- 
manded if the St. Louis school 


/ system is to grow with the future. 


The buildings sought through the 
bond issue would be constructed 
as soon as material and labor 
costs make them feasible.”

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. &. 


HE other day a Philadel- 
T ria landlord phoned one 

of his tenants and said: 
“Mrs. Smith, if it is convenient 
for you, we would like to re- 
decorate your apartment next 
week. Will you please decide 
what changes you want made 
in your color scheme and let 
us know what day you want 
the decorators?” 

Mrs. Smith did not faint 
and this is not the beginning 
of a fairy tale. Instead of 
fantasy, it is the true story of 
a fabulous man named Mayer 
I. Blum, who owns and oper- 
ates the biggest apartment 
house in Philadelphia. 

His tenants cail him the 
world’s most perfect landlord 
and think he should be elevat- 
ed to sainthood. He, in turn, 
thinks they are wonderful 
people and should be treated, 
not like 10 cents worth of 
sausage meat, but like treas- 
ures. The favors Blum does 
for his 1300 tenants in these 
days of the great housing 
shortage make him look like 
a@ prospect for the psycho- 
pathic ward. 

If you rented from Mayer 
Blum, he’d not only insist on 
redecorating your apartment 
at least every two years, he'd 
lend you money, send you 
flowers on your birthday and 
wedding anniversary, worry 
about you if you got sick and 
tip you off to a good job if he 
heard of one. 

If you couldn't pay the rent, 
he'd never dream of evicting 
you and if you were just mov- 
ing into an apartment now, 
he wouldn't accept your rent 
until the first of next month. 

“A lot of people suspect me 
of ‘being simple minded,” 
smiled Blum, whose infectious 
good nature has earned him 
the nickname of Morning 
Glory, “but I think I know 
what I'm doing. I can re- 
member back in the. depres- 
sion when tenants were s0 
hard to get that you almost 
had to offer to pay a pros- 
pective tenant’s son’s tuition 
to college to get him to rent 
from you. We started our 
system of super-service to 
tenants then and now it’s got 
to be a habit with us. 

“Word soon got around and 
when every other landlord 
was tearing out his hair over 
vacancies, our apartments 
were all full and there was 
even a waiting list. Now, any 
sane man knows that this 
housing shortage won't last

forever When it’s over, we'll 
have a reputation for treat- 
ing our tenants fair and such

up that we won't have to 
worry when bad times come 
to landlords again.”

Blum’s policy of coddling 
his tenants sDmetimes reaches 
fantastic proportions. Not 
long ago a little housewife in 
apartment 850 was miserable 
because the antique mahog- 
any dining room suite she in- 
herited from a relative 
wouldn't fit into her dining 
room. She phoned Blum, who 
promptly surveyed the situa- 
tion and said there was obvi- 
ously only one solution to the 
problem—make the _ dining 
roomg large enough to fit the 
furniture. The next day car- 
penters, plasterers, nabaters 
and assorted workmen 
swarmed into 850, ripped out 
the dining room wall, moved 
it a couple of feet over into 
the living room, touched up 
paint and woodwork to eradi- 
cate all signs of repairs and 
departed. The now-happy lit- 
tle housewife phoned Blum 
and asked for the bill. “Bill?” 
said Blum, “There isn’t any. 
I know a good piece of ma- 
hogany when I see one and 
I wanted to see that table of 
yours in a room that would 
do it justice.” 

Blum’s tenants at “2601 
Parkway.” which is the sec- 
ond largest apartment house 
under one roof in the world, 
Tange from factory workers 
and clerks to millionaires and 
celebrities. Rents range from 
$47.50 to $350 a month and 
the office clerk in the lowest- 
Priced efficiency gets the

hands out to corporation pres- 
idents and opera stars. 

Blum’s tenants have a reg- 
ular liturgy that begins with 
praise of their landlord as a 
person, and winds up with 
personal stories of what he 
has done for them as individ- 
ual tenants, For instance, 
there is the freckle-faced ex- 
G.I. who got out of the army 
a little more than a year ago. 
He felt that $47.50 was all 
the rent that he and his bride 
could afford. Blum, after 
listening to their story, felt 
the same way, but he didn’t 
have any small apartments 
vacant. Blum might have 
sent them away with a prom- 
ise to put them on the top of 
his waiting list, but he didn’t. 
He installed the G.I. and his 
bride’ in a $125 apartment, 
charged them $47.50 a month 
for it, tipped the G.I. off to a 
better job and made another 
lifelong friend, because that 
G.I. is now making a salary 
that enables him and his 
bride to live in one of Blum’s 
$85 a month units. 

= Se 


Blum is probably the only 
landlord in existence whose 
tenants beg him to raise their 
rents. They tell him he’s 
crazy to keep on humoring 
them the way he does. Not 
long ago, a woman, thinking 
she’d show Blum some appre- 
ciation for past favors, re- 
fused to let him redecorate 
her apartment. Blum had to 
get tough. He pointed out it 
had been two years since her 
apartment had been touched 
and told her pretty firmly 
that he didn’t propose to let 
his property get scummy. 

While “Morning Glory” 
Blum has been busy earning 
the reputation of being the 
world’s most. perféct land- 
lord, he has also been earning 
a fortune that runs into a 
fabulous figure. Apartment 
rentals and concessions now 


plained only as a form of pa- 
resis. But Blum has never 
wavered. He provides free 
movies for his 1300 tenants 
on the sun roof in the sum- 
mertime. He sends champagne 
to weddings and flowers to 
funerals. He operates a fleet 
of busses which carry his ten- 
ants free of charge to and 
from Philadelphia’s business 
section only five minutes 
away from 2601 Parkway. 
In the lobby of 2601 Park- 
way, canary birds sing in 
bronze cages and flowering 
plants brighten up dark corn- 
ers. On the ground and base- 
ment floors are shops of every 
description —a_ well-stocked 
grocery, a laundry and dry- 
cleaning establishment, a 
beauty shop and a barber 
shop, a drug store, a doctor’s 
and a dentist’s office, a flor- 
ist, and a whole battery of 
deep-freeze lockers available 
for a small fee to any apart- 
ment dweller. 
, * * 
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Occasionally Blum gets a 
tenant who hasn’t been train- 
ed right. For instance, a few 
years ago there was a woman 
who: thought the only way 
to get along with a landlord 
was to continually complain. 
She insisted on having her 
walls painted chocolate 
brown; then changed her 
mind and had them done in 
dusty pink. She had Blum’s 
handymen hang and rehang 
her pictures and was forever 
complaining about the way 
the venetian blinds wound up 
whopperjawed. 

Finally Blum hit upon an 
idea. Promptly at eight 
o’clock each morning he dis- 
patched a whole battery of 
plumbers, carpenters, painters 
and handymen to the wom- 
an’s apartment. “Good morn- 
ing, madam,” they would say 
cheerfully in chorus. “What 
can we do for you today?” 

After two weeks of this 
super-super treatment, the 
woman got good and sick of 
being awakened every morn- 
ing. at eight o’clock and 
phoned Blum to call off his 
squad of handymen. She never 
complained again. 

Perhaps Blum’s success can 
be laid in some measure to 
his understanding of and 
patience with people. He once 
had a woman who reported 
there was a mouse in her 
apartment that kept her 
awake, Blum, aghast that a 
rodent could have taken up 
residence in his spick-and- 
span building, sent up an ex- 
terminator who laid traps and 
electric paste. Days went by 
and, although no mouse was 
caught, the woman still in- 
sisted she heard mouse noises 
in the night. Finally Blum 
sent his resident manager out

bring him a gross income of 
more than a $1,000,000 a year. 
Yet he started life without a 
dime. 

The son of Russian immi- 
grants, he supported his wid- 
owed mother from the age of 
12 by selling newspapers. He 
worked his way through Drex- 
el Institute of Technology and 
with a degree in mechanical 
engineering, started building 
apartment houses for other 
people in the early 1920's. In 
1929, he completed a 105-fam- 
ily apartment house in Phila- 
delphia and when nobody 
could be found to run it, took 
it over. himself. While other 
apartments stood only half- 
filled, Blum filled up the 105- 
family Bennett Hall by setting 
out to make himself the 
world’s most perfect land- 
lord.

He staged dances and card 
parties for his tenants and 
gave away all sorts of expen- 
sive prizes — sterling silver- 
ware, floor lamps, luggage 
and free trips to Atlantic City. 
When many of his tenants 
found themselves out of jobs 
during the depression, he let 
them live on the cuff until 
times got better. He lost 
money for a while, but he 
built up such a reputation 
that when he opened 2601 
Parkway in 1940, all 520 apart- 
ments in the new building 
were gobbled up in no time. 


After Pearl Harbor, when 
the housing shortage began to 
take shape and tenants could 
be had at a.dime a dozen, 
Philadelphia landlords sug- 
gested that Blum’s continu- 
ance of his super-service pol- 
icy to tenants could be ex- 
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to get a dead mouse and, 
while the lady was out on a 
shopping errand, carefully put 

it in a trap. . 
When the woman returned 
from her shopping she called 
Blum in ecstacy to report that 
the sleep-robbing rodent was 
no more. Blum apologized for 
even daring to have suggested 
that the mouse business 
might have been a figment of 
her imagination and added 
another name to his long list 
of devoted tenants.

Soon, in the Germantown 
section of Philadelphia, Blum 
will erect a new apartment 
building. There will be so 
Many conveniences for ten- 
ants that 2601 Parkway will 
look like something out of the 
dark ages in comparison, 

Needless to say, although 
the ground is just now being 
broken for Blum’s new vision, 
he has already received appli- 
cations for three times as 
many apartments as the new 
building will contain. Most 
of them are from friends of 
Blum’s present tenants, who 
think the nearest thing to 
Paradise on this earth is to 
rent from “Morniffg Glory” 
Blum. 

At 50, Blum radiates suc- 
cess and contentment... When 
the new apartment is com- 
pleted, he intends to sit back 
and sort of take it easy. His 
two sons, both just out of 
the armed services, will carry 
on in his place. They’ve been 
trained in Blum’s belief that 
the tenant is always right. 

Says Blum: “Some people 
might have made more out 
of this business than I have, 
but nobody could have had 
more fun,’ ;

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Life-Term Convict's Cantata Acclaimed by Critics

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 8. 

RANK M. GRANDSTAFF is 
F: burglar who tosses off 

cantatas, suites and piano 
concertos. His masterpiece is 
a cantata that competent crit- 
ics have greeted with near 
rave notices. 

But when it is premiered 
soon in the Texas city to which 
it is dedicated, the composer 
won't be there. 

Grandstaff will spend that 
day, as he is destined to spend 
the rest of his natural life, 
within the bleak, gray walls of 
Tennessee's state penitentiary 
here at Nashville. 

The closest he will come to 
hearing the debut of his work 
will be in the mournful chants 
of the convicts and in the dis- 
mal chirpings of the starlings 
in the prison yard magnolias. 

That, however, is nothing 
new to Grandstaff. He has 
never heard his own music. At 
the Nashville penitentiary, even 
a lifer who has traded the 
jimmy for the metronome is re- 

red to be under constant 
guard. Nobody has time to 
watch Grandstaff at the prison 
piano. 

Excepting his music, Grand- 
staff's has been a Horatio Alger 
story-in reverse. He came from 
a comfortable home. His father 
was a respected Indiana physi- 
cian. Because Frank was only 
15, it took a forged birth cer- 
tificate to get him into the 
Army, but he had three years 
of service during World War I 
—including duty at Jefferson 
Barracks. Then he was a col- 
lege premedical student for 
two years. 

x * * 


In 1920, he was expelled from 
school for fighting profession- 
ally while on the college ama- 
teur boxing team. Within a 
few weeks, he had been arrest- 
ed the first of 19 times. He 
was picked up in 8t. Louis in 
1931 for attempted burglary. In 
that case, however, the charges 
were dropped. 

Grandstaff did a year at the 
Wisconsin reformatory for rob- 
bing a soldier, 20 months in a 
Michigan penitentiary for pos- 
sessing a stolen pistol, and a 
total of 10 years in Wisconsin, 
New York and Texas prisons 
for apartment house burglaries. 

He spent his intermittent 
freedom as a professional box- 
er, piano salesman, night club 
accordionist, and hobo. 


Seven years ago he walked 
into a Memphis pawn shop 
with a radio he had stolen from 
an apartment house there. 
Again the law caught up with 
him and this time packed him 
off to prison with a life sen- 
tence on Tennessee’s little-used 
habitual criminal act. 

Today, Grandstaff might 
look more like the doctor he 
started to be, if he were 
clothed in a pin-stripe suit in- 
stead of the more blatant pris- 
on variety. 

He spouts detailed alibis for 
each of his offenses, and al- 
most invariably he was 
“framed” and “railroaded.” The 
soldier he robbed in Wausau, 
Wis., for instance, was a drunk 
who had asked to be taken 
home and Grandstaff had mere- 
ly gotten money from the

man’s pocket to pay the cab 
fare. 

The burglary charges, he 
gays, were “trumped up” 
against him in Buffalo by ‘his 
girl friend’s father who hap- 
pened to be a detective leu- 
tenant and didn’t approve of 
their courtship. He was ac- 
cused of the apartment house 
break-in in Houston because in 
answering a rental advertise- 
ment, he had mistaken the ad- 


dress. 
=x * 


The curious contradiction to 
the man is his music which, 
like his life, has a habit of 
‘sliding into the minor key, but 
which is skillfully constructed 
and exhibits remarkable 
breadth and sensitivity. 

Grandstaff'’s serious efforts 
are topped by the chorale that 
is dedicated to Big Spring, Tex. 
He has composed two suites, 
a prelude, a waltz, and the first 
of three movements for a piano 
concerto, In addition, he has 
written some incidental mass 
music for Kenrick Seminary 
in St. Louis. 

Grandstaff’s connection with 
the Seminary came about when 
he subscribed to a correspond- 
ence course in the fundamen- 
tals of religion, which the 
school maintains. Through the 
course he aroused the interest 
of Father Walter Fuchs, now ° 
of Arnold, Mo., in his music. 
Encouraged by Father Fuchs, 
he composed several pieces of 


incidental music for the organ 
and a mass. 

The inspiration for “Big 
Spring” came during the three 
weeks of solitary confinement 
that Grandstaff:' drew for the 
theft of some drugs from the 
prison hospital. 

In the darkness of what the 
prisoners call “the dungeon,” 
his recollections of the town 
he had visited as a piano sales- 
man, coupled with a Big Spring 
history he had just read, proved 
a pleasant oasis for his 
thoughts, 

After he had the cantata 
score down on paper, he sub- 
mitted it to a Nashville choir 
director who was at the prison 
for a Christmas entertainment. 

The director and others who 
subsequently saw the score were 
amazed, The _work was en- 
thusiastically pronbunced “ex- 
Cceptional” and “much better 
than good.” 

The convict, of course, is 
hopeful that a warm reception 
of “Big Spring” will win him 
a pardon—his only chance of 
freedom. He has little to bank 
on, though, for even his keen- 
est supporters agree that he is 
probably just where he ought 
to be. 

Grandstaff’s promise as a 
composer merely makes it a 
public, not a private tragedy, 
that the three B’s of his mis- 
spent years were not Bach, 
Beethoven and Brahms, but 
boxer, bum and burglar.

O man in his right mind 

would let Bob Feller throw at 

him from a distance of only 
10 feet, because Cleveland's fabu- 
lous fireball pitcher can throw a 
baseball with speed measured at 
nearly 100 miles an hour. Yet 
once or twice a week at The 
Arena here, a tall slender young 
man is a target for a missile that 
—by scientific test—travels faster 
than Feller’s fast ball. 

Now, Hector Highton doesn't 
have a hole in his head, but the 
condition of his cranium is sub- 
ject to debate, as his comrades 
will tell you. A guy has to be 
just a bit crazy to be a hockey 
goalkeeper. And the tall slender 


young man plays goal for the St., 


Louis Flyers. 

A hockey goalie must have other 
qualities, but if he doesn’t have 
courage, the nerve to face a flying 
puck without flinching, he would 
be better off looking for gold in 
a dime store. A goalkeeper who 
couldn't keep a fearless eye on the 
hard rubber disk, one inch thick 
and three inches in diameter, or 
who balked at diving onto a 
gleaming skate blade would be 
violating a trust. 

That trust is a mesh cage, a 
lean-to, six feet long and four 
feet wide. It’s the goal, his sec- 
ond home. ‘ 

As a result of the stouthearted- 
ness necessary, Highton and the 
ether men who guard the goals in 
the 10 cities of the American 
Hockey League, one step below 
the winter sport’s big league, 
wouldn’t have come that far in 
the game without GradeA guts, 
the kind you can’t buy. Strangely, 
everyone in hockey except the 
goalkeepers thinks the they-shall- 
not-pass guys have fortitude with 
a capital “F.” 

Highton, for instance, was belit- 
tling his own courage the other 
day, but, as he spoke, the good- 
looking 23-year-old Canadian fur- 
nished a picture amusing and at 
the same time unfunny. His up- 
per lip seemed to wear an Adolphe 
Menjou’ mustache that had lost 
its sense of direction. Actually, 
the black adornment was a dis- 
colored wound which had required 
12 stitches. A wicked close-in 
shot by Providence’s Tommy Bur- 
lington hadn’t knocked the puck 
down Highton’s throat, but it 
hadn’t missed by much. 

Highton, sidelined for three 
games, brushed off mention of the 
injury with the shrugged philoso- 
phy of the hockey goalkeeper, an 
attitude of almost indifference

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HE miracle is that goalkeepers 
don’t get hurt more often. Of 
course, their bodies are pro- 
tected by padded equipment that 
weighs 32 pounds and costs about 
$175, but their faces have only the 
common epidermis between flesh 
and the blurred black puck, a 
lethal weapon. Unfortunately, a 
protective mask wouldn't do, 
Highton explained, because the 
framework would limit the scope 
of vision. And what goalie would 
trade split-second loss of the puck 
for a split lip or a tooth or two? 
None, of course. The furious 
action of the sport, perhaps the 
fastest played by man, places 
enough premium on sharp ‘sight 
without cutting down perception 
unnecessarily. As it is, goalies 
complain, they lose the puck often 
enough. A defense man uninten- 
tionally blocks the goalkeeper’s 
view while covering a whizzing 
enemy wingman, or eight players 
millabout ina confusing scramble 
just outside the crease, that pro- 
tective doorstep forbidden to all 
but the knight in mattress armor. 
If you’ve heard Highton yelling 


during a game, he’s imploring a 


teammate, for criminy sake, to 
give him a better look at the play. 
Or if he’s not articulate because 


he can’t see the puck, he’s won- 


dering aloud why the so-and-so 


someone doesn’t watch that sneaky 


left wing who's uncovered.

So, in a sense, the goalie is 
hockey’s equivalent of baseball's 
catcher, football’s quarterback and 
rowing’s coxswain. And if his 
tone is sharp, he must be excused. 
The tension is terrific, nerve- 
wracking, and the only thing he 
can't afford to do is to see red— 
the red light of scoring that is 
flashed by a goal judge seated on 
a platform behind the net. 


The bane of the hockey goalie’s 
existence, though, really is the de- 
flected goal, the shot that caroms 
off someone’s skate or stick and 
slips past him. The goalie may 
be the best judge of geometric an- 
gles in the business, an important 
knowledge, and he may have the 
surest and quickest hands, another 
requisite, But a shot that, by ac- 
cidental change of direction, 
catches him off balance can make 
the best man-in-the-pads seem 
silly, 

“'The lucky goal drives you 
nuts,” Highton points out, espe- 
cially when some players are 
clever enough to try to get a piece 
of their stick on a shot deliber- 
ately, hoping that a change in the 
puck’s course will catch the goalie 
off stride, 


Unfortunately, statistics don’t 
cover cheap goals, but that kind is 
numerous enough to contribute to 
the fact the six National League 
goalkeepers smeke .- cigarettes. 
Highton hasn’t acquired the habit,

mon, however, at least the good 
ones have. That bird-of-a-feather 
affinity is a deep pride reflected 
in consuming self-disgust when 
scored upon. Taylor, who calls 
Highton a good competitor, says 
he has seen Hec make 50 saves, 
many of them good stops, and then 
take the responsibility when the 
Flyers eventually were beaten 1 
to 0. 

A wingman or center can make 
a mistake, and the defenseman 
can nullify it. One of the defense- 
men can blunder, too, and the 
good. ol’ goalkeeper can erase the 
damage. But when the goalie 
errs, he faces that red-faced mo- 
ment that comes when he must 
turn and fish the puck out of the 
twine. 

The goalkeeper, in case you 
haven’t guessed it by now, is the 
most important of the six men on 
the ice for a team at any time. 
Both Taylor and Bob Davidson, 
his coaching successor with the 
Flyers, agree that if they had their 
choice of the best man available 
for any one position, they would 
have to pick the top net-tender. 

“Hockey is so thoroughly a game 
of team play, you’d want the best 
at all positions, but,” Davidson 
summarized, “a poor goalie can 
break a good team’s heart and a 
good goalie can make a poor team 
hard to beat.” 

Because hockey requires such 
emphasis on one-for-all co-opera- 
tion, a goalkeeper can’t be judged 
entirely on the number of times a 
puck passes him,. For instance, 
contrast the records of the Da- 
more who was with Hershey and 
the same goalie now with Phila- 
delphia. At Hershey, Nick was 
the AHL’s All-Star goalkeeper for 
three consecutive years, last sea- 
son allowing only 221 goals in 62 
games. He’s still a topdrawer de- 
fender of the nets, but 279 goals 
went past him the first 43 games 
this year. Philadelphia just doesn't 
have capable defense men and fast 
wings who check in harmony. The 
Flyers, by the way, have had more 
than a little of that trouble, too. 

Playing goal today is tougher 
than it used to be. At one time 


shutouts were common in hockey, 
but now even the weakest teams 
generally score once or twice. 
Spectators wanted to see goals and 
club magnates wanted better busi- 
ness at the boxoffice. So rules to 
aid the offense, notably one that 
permitted the attacking team to 
pass the puck forward, opened up 
the game. The day has gone when 
a goalkeeper could blank the op- 
position every other game (22 
times) as George Fainsworth of 
Montreal did in the 1928-29 season. 

Highton hasn't shut out anyone, 
and Bennett leads the AHL with 
only five. Similarly where goalies 
once were compelled to make only 
12 to 20 stops a game, the average 
at present is more than 35. Last 
season Highton stopped 124 in two 
consecutive games, missing. only 
four. 

Hec’s toughest shot is one ankle 
high and just inside the left iron- 
pipe goal upright. Such a shot 
is on his stick side, away from 
the huge glove he wields like a 
first baseman’s mitt. Incidentally, 
until recently, Highton, a semi- 
pro first baseman in the summer 
months, actually used a baseball 
glove onto which he had sewed a 
wrist-protecting gauntlet. 

Other goalies have improvised 
Similarly in their equipment, but 
no appurtenance was more color- 
ful than the little rubber pillow 
Tiny Thompson, Brimsek’s prede- 
cessOr at Boston, taped to one 
thigh so he could fall comfortably. 

However, goalkeepers don’t fall 
as much as they used to. The late 
Chuck Gardiner, peerless safety- 
man for the Chicago Blackhawks, 
left his feet only as a last resort. 
His success revolutionized goal- 
tending technique. In general, 
because they can cover only about 
10 of the 24 square feet of the 
g0al area, goalies find themselves 
better off on their skates than on 
their seats. They make their 
spectacular saves by moving out 
to reduce the angle, by the speed 
of their hands and feet, by antici- 
pation and by a cat-and-mouse 
waiting game. 

“A good stop really isn’t all 
luck,” Highton explains with 
understatement. “You've got to 
study rival players as baseball bat- 
terymen do the hitters. You learn 
that some guys always shoot from 
the near side; others from the 
far side. Some, when they have 
a good angle, let their shots go 
early. Still others like to rag the 
puck, hoping to pull you out so 
they can poke the puck around 


you.’

HE day of a game Highton eats 

a big steak at4o’clock and has 

a cup of hot tea about an hour 
before game-time, to make the 
perspiration flow later. Then he 
pulls on the heavy harness with- 
out which a goalkeeper would be 
black and blue, a mass of bruises. 

First, there’s a heavy suit of 
long wnderwear, woolen socks, 
arm pads, aluminum athletic sup- 
porters, shoes and skates. His 
sweater and thick shorts come 
next, followed by heavy leg guards 
and padded chest protector. Then 
gloves and his stick, like the boule- 
vardier, and Hector Highton is 
ready to step out for the evening. 

The unrelaxing vigil required by 
his position plus the tempo of the 
swift game—frequently the goal- 
keeper at each end of the 200-foot 
surface must make saves within 
four or five seconds — soon mat 
Highton’s light brown hair with 
the sweat of honest toil. ' Soon, 
too, if that infernal red light 
blinks behind him, denoting an 
enemy score, Hec hears the 
crowd's caterwaul. 

“Why don’t you use a bushel 
basket, Highton, you bum,” the 
loudest yell. 

Highton tries not to hear, for he 
has Jearned to curb a temper that 
last year caused him to vault the 
boards and bash a goal judge in 
the nose. And when the game is 
over, like it was prematurely the 
night he couldn’t see eye to eye 
with the official, he showers and 
dresses slowly so that he won’t be 
too warm when he steps out into 
the cold night. He has lost four 
pounds and craves liquid. Usually 
a sandwich, water and a couple’ of 
beers during a bull session with 
teammates precede the time to 
sleep. 

Hec finds Morpheus as slow as 
the clock during a winning game. 
Nerves keyed up during the heat 
of the contest don’t calm easily, 
leaving temporary insomnia and 
time to think. Typical of his 
courageous comrades who tend 
goal, Highton doesn’t think about 
the narrow escapes, the times his 
keen reflexes enabled him to duck 
the deadly puck.

Opera companies cast in its image 
. are not interested in novelty and 
they are certainly not interested 
in American operatic composers. 
But what American operas are 
there that deserve perpetuation? 
If a more favorable atmosphere 
had existed, it is possible that 
American operas might have been 
written, but in the circumstances 
the Metropolitan can hardly be 
censured for not including in its 
standard repertoire something by 
Deems Taylor or Walter Dam- 
rosch. 

Budgetary concerns do affect 
the Metropolitan and play a part 
in making its policies so unad- 
venturous. But an organization 
with money to burn and an im- 
maculate artistic conscience could | 
hardly to much more for Ameri- 
can opera than has been done. 
The roots 
deeper. 
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PROFESSOR MOORE is on 
even less solid ground when he 
complains that symphony con- 
ductors all through the United 
States are paralyzing “creative 
activity” in their communities by 
refusing to play music by native 
composers. This allegation is an 
old one and it was probably true 
30 years ago but—as an examina- 
tion of orchestral programs in 
most American cities will reveal 
it is true no longer. 


During the present season, the 
@t. Louis Symphony orchestra has 
presented compositions by Mor- 
ton Gould, William Schumann, 
Willlam Grant Still, Samuel Bar- 
ber, George Antheil, Aaron Cop- 
land and George Gershwin, In 
other words American composers 
have been represented in every 
second pair of concerts. Much the 
game showing has been made by 
most American orchestras. 


Undoubtedly there are Ameri- 
can composers of substance who 
have been neglected. Charles Ives, 
for instance, who is regarded as 
a man of strong talent by his 
colleagues, probably is deserving 
of better treatment than he has 
received. But there is nothing to 
show that his nationality has any- 
thing to do with it. 
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THE TRUTH OF the matter 
geems to be that the conductors, 
including the large number who 
were not born in the United 
States, are more hospitable to 
American composers than the 
American audiences. Again the 
prejudice has nothing to do with 
nationality; it is directed against 
mew music from any source. The 
inertia of audiences, however, is 
another question. And so is the 
plight of the composer in general. 

If Professor Moore had chosen 
to discuss the latter, he would 
have had a subject thoroughly 
worthy of his indignation. For 
here, indeed, the creative force in 
music does run the danger of 
being paralyzed. Even the most 
successful composer — the one 
whose talent is generally recog- 
pized and whose compositions 
are frequently played — finds it 
next to impossible to support him- 
self by his creative work in the 
field of art music. As a conse- 
quence he teaches, he conducts, he 
delivers lectures, he writes books 
or he sells himself to the movies. 
Igor Stravinsky, who is in the 
enviable position of being assured 
of a hearing for anything he 
writes and whose compositions 
are in every orchestra's repertory, 
has been forced into many kinds 
of non-creative activities in order 
to enjoy a decent security. One 
can imagine how others, less dis- 
tinguished, have been faring. 
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TO BE SURE, THIS has always 
been more or less the case. The 
economics of musical production 
have always been so ordered that 
the act of creation has 
least rewarded of all musical 
functions. In cases where com- 
posers enjoyed reasonable com- 
fort, it was because they were 
subsidized in one way or another.

Henry V_ Pays 


Olivier Spurred to 
Do Movie ‘Hamlet' 


By Myles Standish 


EWS from London, brought by Lawrence Langner of the 
N Theater Guild, is that Laurence Olivier’s $2,000,000 movie pro- 

duction of “Henry V” ig out of the red and is expected to show 
a handsome profit, thus financially justifying the further film ex- 
cursions into Shakespeare's great tragedies and historical] dramas 
which Olivier has planned. The British actor’s next work will be 
“Hamlet,” with his wife, Vivien Leigh, of “Gone With the Wind” 
fame, as Ophelia. 

The possibilities for movie exploitation of the fabulously rich, 
and comparatively untouched, mine of Shakespeate’s works are tre- 
mendous. Provided they are done with the same consummate 
artistic skill with which “Henry” was handled, “Hamlet,” Macbeth,” 
“Richard II,” “Richard III,” “Julius Caesar,” “King Lear” and 
“Othello,” should prove monumental screen achievements and pay 
their way as well. We imagine that “Romeo and Juliet,” with Olivier 
and Leigh naturals in the roles, would be good box office with the 
great masses of the people who might not otherwise ever go to see 
a Shakespearean play or movie. It is not to be forgotten that Olivier, 
as the burning-eyed and moody hero 6f “Wuthering Heights” and 
“Rebecca,” was a great favorite with the girls, and had he gone on 
with such roles, he probably would have made impressionable females 
forget that John Gilbert and Charles Boyer ever existed. It should 
also be borne in mind Miss Leigh was the star of the second greatest 
_ box-office hit in film history.

OF COURSE, THE SUCCESS OF “HENRY V” is not altogether 
an unmixed blessing. It has spurred Orson Welles, who is carrying 
on in the tradition of Walter Hampden and Lionel Atwill as one of 
the great hams, to announce that he, too, will bring Shakespeare to 
the screen. He mentions doing “Lear” and “Macbeth.” “Henry V” 
was all right, he pronounced tolerantly, except that Olivier merely 
photographed a stage play. Orson will do his’ Shakespeare with 
“real movie technique.” If that means denuding Shakespeare's lines 
of all their poetic grandeur, and mouthing them in as flat a manner 
as possible under the impression that creates naturalism, as Welles 
did on the stage in “Julius Caesar” and “Macbeth,” then Shakespeare | 
will be set back 40 years in the movies. If Orson accompanies that 
with a load of his prep-schoo] dramatics, it should make the Bard 
break out of his grave and consult a solicitor to seek an injunction 
against the filming of any more of his works.

LANS are in the making to reform the Missouri reformatory at 
Boonville. Conditions there have been under severe criticism 
for years. The institution has been called one of worst in the 

country—"a school for crime.’ Colonel LeRoy Munyon, present 
superintendent and a former pastor, told PI e school is 
overcrowded, under-equipped, under-staffed and under-financed. 

On recommendation of Governor Phil M. Donnelly, the Legis- 
laturé has taken up the problem. A special Senate committee is 
making a survey of the school’s physical properties, operation, 
requirements, policies. Aim of Donnelly is to transform a penal 
institution into a rehabilitation and educational institution — in 
keeping with its official name, the Missouri Training School for Boys. 

_ Buildings on the 604-acre “campus” are grossly inadequate. 
Some were built more than 50 years ago and show it despite recent 

ting,  secpesey and cleanliness. Eight dormitories house 360 

ys—in the past they have housed 475 or more, although suitable 

for a maximum of 240 inmates. They were described by Colonel 
Munyon as “five semi-modern quarters, one poor room and two 
industrial buildings converted into dormitories but impossible as 
such.” Other structures are little better, many are worse. 

Boys are assigned to the dormitories by age and "case history” 
groups in an effort to segregate first offenders and the very young 
from older or more hardened boys. Even at meals segregation is 
attempted. But contacts are unpreventable under present over- 
crowded conditions and lack of supervisory personnel—it is 
impossible to keep all inmates under constant surveillance outside 
dormitories and dining hall. 

Badly needed are buildings, equipment, supervisors and 
teachers for an adequate industrial training program. Training 
now is confined by necessity to activities connected with upkeep 
of school. Younger boys, about 190 of them, attend elementary 
school classes five days a week, have lighter chores for out-of-class 
hours. Schooling ends with eighth grade. Older boys work in 
dairy, shoe or tailor shops, bakery, dining hall, on farm. 

Social workers, a psychiatrist, counselors, staff members and 
teachers discuss boys’ problems with them, try to help adjust them 
to a balanced social outlook. Only a very few, however, leave 
with any technical preparation for making a living. 

Financing is inadequate. Appropriation for current fiscal year 
is $315,000, but school raises most of its own food, makes most of 
the boys’ clothing. The staff of 90 persons is too small. Pay is 
low gnd living conditions on grounds are depressing. Salaries 
range from $100 to $175 a month for most full-time employes. 

Governor Donnelly has recommended complete modernization 
of entire school, including new buildings. He seeks a cottage 
system, whereby boys would live in semi-family groups of about 
20 inmates each. He would relieve overcrowding and mingling of 
children and criminal types by keeping only older boys at Boonville, 
transferring younger to another institution. At present Boonville 
inmates range from 10 to 22 years of age. Donnelly has asked for 
a law to permit transfer of incorrigible boys, often instructors in 
crime, to Intermediate Reformatory at Algoa.

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PALESTINE SHOWDOWN 


British Evacuate Their Civilians, Prepare to Crush Resistance 
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By ROBERT E. HANNON of the PICTURES Staff 


N PALESTINE last week the stage was set 
for a showdown after months of terror and 
years of controversy among British, Jews 

and Arabs. British civilians were evacuated. 
Barbed-wire barricades went up. Heavily 
armed police and British troops patrolled 
almost deserted streets. In Je em'‘s Central 
Prison a young Jew, member of the Irgun 
resistance group, awaited hanging. 

As tension mounted, it became evident the 
execution might set off an explosion that would 
rock the Holy Land, perhaps echo in Europe 
and America. In a frantic effort to forestall 
open warfare, the British government; in hot 


‘water as never before in its 25 years of 


mandate rule over Palestine, reportedly was 
ready to divide the strife-torn country into 
Jewish and Arab states. 

Events began moving swiftly two weeks 
ago after Dov Bela Gruner, young extremist, 
was condemned to death for an attack on a 
police station. In retaliation, a British judge 
and banker were kidnaped. British authorities 
delayed the execution, imposed a strict curfew, 
threatened martial law. The two Britons were 
released, but the British military prepared for 
action.

OHN DEWEY, American philosopher and educator, 
once attempted to describe a zebra to a child who 
never had seen an animal comparable in size and 

shape. The educatox soon discovered that his description 
likening a zebra to a barrel with painted stripes and four 
legs projecting from the staves did not convey the idea. 
This tinker-toy zebra lacked things, notably a head with 
eyes, ears, nose and mouth, and a tail. 

To help students learn faster, more accurately than 
they could with only oral and written descriptions in 
lectures and textbooks, teachers use visual aids—photo- 
graphs, models and specimens, motion pictures, lantern 
slides, field trips. These aids do not replace, but supple- 
ment traditional educational devices. They make an 
idea or object more understandable by wider experience 
with it through as many senses as possible. 

Use of visual aids in teaching is explained here in 
the case of a child learning the meaning of wool-cards.

Visual aids also are used in science classes to make 
abstract ideas interesting and concrete.

In the last ten years, the technique of visual aids has 
been greatly advanced. Training films, used extensively 
in the Army, materially reduced the period needed for 
mass instruction. 

The Division of Audio-Visual Education of the St. Louis 
public schools has helped pioneer the visual aid field in 
American education. Its loan collection of ‘85,000 items 
is valued at $250,000. Visual aids are not mandatory; 
teachers are free to use them in different ways. A visual 
education committee, appointed in 1942 by Philip J. 
Hickey, Superintendent of Instruction, found a pro- 
nounced increase in interest and use of visual materials.

UCK roasted to a rich, dark brown, and served with 
orange sauce, is a specialty of Philip Oltz, of Oltz 
House on Craig road. He prepares it in this way: 

The trussed, stuffed duck is placed in a roasting pan 
with one-half onion and one carrot cut in thick slices; two 
ribs of celery, diced, and one clove garlic, unpeeled. Cover 
breast with four or five tablespoons lard or drippings, add 
seasoning, cover pan and place in a hot oven (375 degrees) 
until duck is pale brown. Add stock next to duck, reduce 
heat to moderate (350 degrees) and roast, covered, about 
25 minutes for each pound. 

Stuffing is made by cooking lightly in butter one large 
onion and one-half stalk celery, diced. Liver and gizzard, 
uncooked, are put through food chopper with one-half 
pound raw ham. Mix all ingredients with one-half loaf 
day-old white bread, crumbled. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper. 

To make orange sauce, place strained liquid from 
roaster in saucepan. Add one tablespoon black raspberry 
jelly and simmer. Skim fat as sauce cooks. Remove fr6m- 
fire, add sherry, orange rind. Heat again but do not boil.
